vil; that it isa Microur of prudence to ſhew both cheir beauty and de. 
formity, a Touchſtone to diſcover deceits, an incentive to virtue, and 
a terror unto vice; that in it are contained the Prudence of times, 
imbecillity and ſtrength of Nations, Reaſons of State , Councils -of 
Peace,and Stratagems of War ; that in it Monarchy triumpheth over 
te Contufl ions, Alterations, and Seditions of Popular Government. 
And ſhould I go about ro inſtance in the various helps it affoardeth to 
the management of Civil matters, I might juſtly incurre more than

fire and ſword, have rooted out, overturned, and made deſolate 
your Majeſty by Mercy and Grace hath replanted,ſetled,and inriched, 
Alexander Conquered the effeminate Perſzans, and ſubdued other Na. 
tions whom their own unfitneſſe for Military matters helped him to 
overcome. Ceſar tamed the naked Galls, and painted Bryains, whom 
fool-hardineſſe and barbariſm had armed againſt themſclves ; or if 
there be any other Atchievements of them, or others, which ſcem 
more glorious , yet the valour.of their Soldiers, the experience of 
their times, and viciſitude of humane aftairs, chal;enge to themſelves 
the greateſt fhare of reputation, Your Majeſty hath ſubdued thoſe 
things which are beyond Mars his reach: You have tamed wild and ex- 
travagant pallions of men, Conquered ſtubborn and perverſe diſpoſi. 
tions, laid low prejudice, and convinced fuch, whom all theſe diſtem. 
pers had rendred afteQedly ignorant and diſobedient. Your Majeſty's 
Conqueſts therefore ſo much more excell the commendations of o.

That this is no 
flattery Hiſtory will aſcertain future times, and both the mouths and 
hearts of your People at preſent do, teſtihe, which, though in other 
matters they may diſagree, yer all unite in this concen, that you are the 
True Father of your Countrey, In our acclamations during thoſe ſo- 
lemnities of your Majeſty's Royal Coronation, ſeeing there is no 
necd of wiſhing you the Goodneſſe of Trajan, we ſo much the more 
pray that the Happineſle of Auguſius may light upon you, and that 
thoſe ſolemnitics may in one part imitate the Secular ones amongſi the 
Romans, that though ſome of us have heretofore ſecn the like, yer 
through the length of your happy reign none of us may do it for the 
time to come, 1for my part, though a vvell-wiſher to Hiſtory, un- 
feignedly defire, that not till after yery many years ſo great an accel.

9 He French (who firſt Introduced this enſtou inta the World of 
UIEY writing Prefaces before the works of atbers) hawe uſed that liber- 

A ty with ſo much exceſſe inthe commendation of their friends , that 

they bawe rendered it not onely fſuj peed to the Reader, but pre- 
judicial to their repute whom they intended to bonour by it. But as I cannot 
approve the indiſcreet veal of thoſe perſons that would rather abrogate a 
good Office when abus d, than indeawour to reform it, I would neither wave 
animployment which gave methe accaſion of hinting to the Reader ſome ſuch 
things as may be of concernment to him in tbe peruſal of this work,and which 
the modeſty of the Author would uot permit hum to communicate , neither en 
the other ſide would I willingly recede from the ftricineſſe and ſeverity of 
truth. So that whatſoever ſhall fall from me ts bis advantage ſhall not need 
any favourable conſtruttionto make it paſſe , nor ſhall I takg bet freedom to 
mix fiction and Hiſtory together : T he uſe of this latter is ſo obvious to every 
eye, that it is needleſſe to ſ] peak much of tt , it ſhall ſuffice me in ſhort to ſay, 
that by the knowledge of Hiftory we are taught wiſdom, and led to wertue, 
there being n/thing m the AGions or Fortunes, either of publick or private 
perſons, to which ſomewhat in former Ages bore not a reſemblance, and 
which by a due conſideration of the circumſtances we may not with profit ap- 
ply to our preſent occaſions. How much we are excited to wirtue by it, they 
that know the power of Enmlationin noble minds will eaſily conclude: which 
is manifeſt by the famous examples of Themiſtocles, whom the witiories of 
Miltyades robbed of brs repoſe, of Alexander, who was ſtirred up to the de- 
fire of glory by readoug the ations of Achilles; as Czlar by reflecting upen 
bis; add1o this, that ſuch perſons whom theſe Precedents of 2ertue will not 
encourage to it, are aw d by Hiſtory from running headlong into vice , when 
they cannot but luok on the writers of the preſeut Age to be ſet as ſpies upon 
their Afions , and muſtexpet when they are.dead to be expoſed withogt 
fear or flattery to the Impartial cenſure of the living. For who js there that

I beſe,b: fides many others,are the benefits which accrue to us by the Row - 

lege of Hiſtory in general, but that I may inform the World how much it 1s 

acknowleging to the'worthy Author of this Inſtitution in particular , and 
wherein thoſe excellencies of bis conſiſt, which arſtinguiſh him from the or- 
dmary crowd of Hiſtorians , Ut pollit digito monſtrari & dicier hic eſt, 

I muſt take leave-to inſiſt upon theſe enſuing beads, wherein I ſhall plainly 

make appear to the equal and candid Reader, that Hiſtory is reduced by bim 
in this work to ſuch order, and exa& Method, as never yet en any Language. 

For,fir$t you have here all the Empires in di$in& Chapters by themſelves, 
with tbe Contemporaries of them diſtinguiſhed in the ſame manner from each 
other,and from the Empire to which they were Coxtaneous. Whereas both tn 
Syftems and in larger Volumes of General Hiſtory they are mingled toge- 

ther with a ſtrange confuſuon, like the ſeveral ingredients of an Olio in the 
ſame Diſh, where the varitty of the Meats deſtroy the taſte of one another, 
and be that would read any Hiſtory by it ſelf , finds it immediately embroyl'd 
and mterwoven with the affairs of other Nations, ſo that be will not eaſily 
form a perfect Ideainhis mind of that which 1s given bim but in parcels. 

In the next place this Author has furniſhed you with a general Deſcription 
of Greece, its antient Kingdoms and Commonwealths, from their firſt Origi= 
nals, the ſucceſſions of Kings, changes of Government, and forms of the. ſe- 
veral Republicks, with the power and nature of their reſpe&ive Magiſtrates 
and Officers, not omitting the moſt conſiderable Cuſtoms, Laws , and Anti- 
quities of each of them, deduced from the be$SÞ HiStorians , whom you ſtill 

find quoted in the Margent ; this, as it hath never been intirely performed by 

any Author heretofore, ſo ought it to ſet a peculiar mark, of Honor upon 
ours , who hath been carefull to give us anexa& account of that Countrey, 
which was the Mother of Arts and Sciences. 

After this, if wewill turn our eyes upon the Macedonian Empire, and 
the ſeveral parts and branches of it,as the Kingdoms of Syria , of Macedon, 
and Egypt, we ſhall ſtill bawe greater occaſion to admire the learn'd dili- 
gence of the Author. The Grzcian Monarchy after the deceaſe of Alexan- 
der not being more diſmembred and rent in pieces by his Succeſſors, than by 
thoſe Writers who bawe tranſmitted the memory of it to poSterity , particn- 
larly,theAfian and Egyptian Kingdoms under the Seleucidz and Ptolomies 
bave never been compiled in one Hiſtory , and I have often wondred in my 
peruſal of this Inſtitution , by what means the Author of it conld arive at ſo 
clear a knowledge of thoſe perplex d ſucceſſions , it was certainly. a work, of 
great labour to compare Hiſtorians, and to weave theſe ſeveral Arguments 
and looſe pieces into one entire Loom , which I the rather mind the Reader 
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of, becauſe it 15 not eafily percety'd by every ordinary capacity, for the uni- 
formity of the ſtyle, and the unbroken order of the whole is ſuch, that they 
onely-who are converſant in Antiquities are able to judge what travel and 
 Pudy wererequired to it. 


The Roman Hzi$Story next 3uwites our obſervation 3 wherein the ſucceſſe 
of this Author bath ſufficiently recompenced bis worthy pains : I dare confi- 
dently affirm, No modern Pen bath yet carried it on with ſo great li gbt from 
the Original of theCitie to the time of Conſtantine, For from the baniſbment 

of Tarquin #0 the new modeling of the Government by Auguſtus, you have 
all the Intermediate Changes, Alterations, and Seditions of it , while yet a 
State,as the conteſts of thePatricians audCommons,with the ſeveral matives 
of them ,, The diſplacing and reſtaring of Annual Magiſtrates, the Deſcrip-- 
tio of their Offices, the Rites and Ceremonies of their Religion ; all collected 
with great diligence from the Fathers of Roman Hiſtory, but never given 
1 in one body by antient Authors, or by any of later dgyes. I confeſſe I bave 
read a French Hiftorian,who from the reign of Auguſtus almoſt to that of Ju. 
ſtinian bath given me the greateſt ſatisf ation of any man; Tet be often amu- 
ſeth himſelf (as ſome of onr bad Chroniclers at home have done)with paſſages 
of ſmall concernment,@ below the Dignity of an Hiſtorian to relate: andfrom 
the Foundation of the Citie to Auguſtus, pays bis Readers with a bare 
Trenſlation of Florus. Sr, Walter Rawleigh (never to be mentioned with- 
out honour ) concludes bis Hiſtory with the end of the Macedonian War,and 
the converſion of that Kingdom into 8 Roman Province: much about the ſame 
time we are forſaken by our beſt Guide Livy, whoſe Decads from the Cap- 
tivity of Perſeus to the time of Octavius Calar (whoſe Comtemporary he 
was): are wholly loſt : for in the concluſion of his 4.5 Book, (thelaſt which 
is left us) be introduces King Pruſias ſpeaking to the Romans, whom he 
came to viſit, in theſe words ; DNeos qui urbem Romam incolerent Sena- 
tumque &. Populum Romanum ſalutatum ſe yeniſſe , & gratulatum 
quod Perſea Gentiumque Reges viciſſent, Macedonibuſque & 1Ily- 
ris in Ditionem redaGs, auxifſent Imperium, But as this Author bath 
ſupplied the Defefs of Livy, and continued the Roman Hiſtory five 
hundred years beyond Sir W. Rawleigh , ſo in the alteration of the 
Government. from 4 Commonwealth to a Monarchy by Auguſtus , the 
reaſons which induced the Emperour to make that change , the manner 
how, and the form of it, are delivered wih ſo great care, and deſcrib d with 
fo much life, That I could not but take a particular notice of it; and (with the 
civility of thoſe that carve to others where themſelves beſt like) invite 
the Reader to a moreexa& obſervation of that which hath given me ſo great

them are linck'd together by Synchroniſms, not onely placed m the Margent, 
but in the beginning or end of every notable Occurrence. | 
Thus T bave briefly, aud with much ſincerity couch'd together. ſome of 


thoſe Excellencies, which among ft many others 1 bave obſerved in this In- 


ftitution of Hiſtory : of which if I may preſume to give my private opinion, 


(though T am conſcions to my ſelf bow lntle it cught to ſugnifie tothe World) 


I think the work taken all together is for the order of it bandſomly and judi- 


ciouſly contrived, for its ſtyle perſpicuons, and for the learning in the ſeve- 


ral parts of HiStory , Antiquity, and Chronology, uncommon. Thoſe who 


"deſire a greater politeneſſe in the ſtyle may confider, that the florid way of 
"writing, which hath undeſerwedly acquired ſo great a rame to .ſome of our 


own Age and Nation,” is nothing proper to an Hiftorian, and that our Author 


buſied bimſelf in matters more ſerious, and of greater uſe, he choſe rather:the 
plain but comely ſtrength of the Dorique Pillar, than the Effeminate, though 
curious ſhape of the Corinthian.

Edbles; Attis, Tan'alns, Pelops, Niohe and Arachne , being of this Coun- 
cry: Their fruitfulnefſe, from rhe Colonies they ſent out into Peloporineſas 
and Carie , mro Erraria alſo , as they ſay. Their valour and power 1s ſhewn Eailch.zz clnon, 
ro have been of great antiquity fromtheir holding the dominion of the Sea 92 
years, . which they took from the Cretians abour. the rime'of Jepthe, and 1200 
years before Chriſt , loſing it again and recovering it afterwards, | Bur Cax- 
daxles with tis Family being excin&,. andthe Kingdom devolved upon the 
AMermnade (of whom Creſus deſcended) rhe power of the Nation grew 
greater alſo at Land.: Theſe Heraciide, held-it the ſpace of 505 years, 
chrough 22 Surcefſors unto this Candazles ,, who {8 far being enamoured of bis Heandens /.x. 
Wife as he efieemed. her the moſt beautifull of all women, tonfirained his <. 8, @. _ 
ſervant 7ges co ſec her naked; - She eſpying Gyges.whilſt'cherein. he onely 
datisfied his Maſters will, offered him che choice of killing her husband , and 
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matrying her with che Kingdom, or of ſuffering deaih himfelfe ; one of their 
ewo lives being the leaſt ſhe could require in way of Juſtice: 'Hez in ſo grear 
a ſtrair, preferring his own ſafery before his Maſter's hfe, flew him in his bed- 
chamber , the. place where the faulc was commited , and ſo enjoyed th:: 
Queen with rhe Kingdom ; wherein he was-confirmed by the Oracle of D.1.. 
pbes, to the ſentence of which, he and his adverſaries hid agreed ro ftand:; 
34. Gyges reigned 38 years, in which fpace he made War upon Mile: 
and Smyrna , and took the Ciry Colophon; Arays his Son and Succeſſor 
ſubdued Priene, fought againſt Idilerws; and in his rime the C:mmerians being 
expelled rheir ſears - the Scythian Nomades , paſſed into Aſia, and took

eave place to Alyattes his Son and Succeſlor, - A/yatres waged War with

the. Median and bim, whilſt rhey fought upon equall rerms, che: Sun was 
eclipſed, which T hales, one of the 7 wiſe men, hid forerld ro his Mile/ans. 
Both the armies ſeing the day beginning ro be turned into nighr,left off fighting 
and then by the, mediation of 5 tiny the Cilician, and Labynitag the Pa- 
bylonian a peace was concluded ; Ariena the Dfaghter of - Halyarres being 
marryed to A ftyages the Son of Cyaxares, From the Tables of Pro-omy (or 
of Hipparchas) ic appeireth that chis- Eclipſe happened in the 4th year of the 
44th Olympiad, the 147th of Nabonaſar, the gth day of the egyptian 
month Pachon, (wh'ch anſwererh to the 20th of September) 2 hours and 25 
minutes before fioone ; 9 digits being eclipſed, and che duration almoſt 2 
hours, Ha/yattes purſued alfo the War left him by his Facher, againſt Mer, 
rhe-Inhabicants whereof received from him cwo great blows, for that none of 
the. [onians helped them, except the Chians, in way of requirall for th2 .aide 
chey had afforded them agiinſt che Erythreans, Ar lengrh, having norice that 
he incended-ro ſenda meſſenger into the. City , at rhe command of Thraſy- 
bulss their Prince, they brought all the proviſion they had into the marker- 
place; which appearing to be much, and as ſuch relared ro A/yarres, he 
rhinking himſelfe miſtaken in his former belief of their diſtreſſed condicion, 
made Peace with them; and died after he had reigned 57 years. 

35. Creſus his Son ſuceeded him at the age of 25 years, He made War 


. upon Epheſas, which when he befieged, the Towns-men' for their ſecurity, 


we up the Ciry to Diana, by a rope faſtned from rhe wall ro her Temple ; 
bo for all this he brought rhem under and ſabdved all rhe reſt of the Greek. 
Ciries in the conrinent. He brought into his ſubje&ion all che people of A/ia 
within the River Hal, as the Phrygians, Myſians, Frhynians, Paphlago- 
#ians, the Mariandyni , C halibes , Thracians, Thyni, Carians , Donians, 
Dorians, ,Folians, Lycians, and Cilic:ans, Being grown great , and flow- 
ing with wealth, and flouriſhing with glory, the choiſelt wirs of Greece floc- 
ked ro Sardis, and amoneſt the reſt So/on the - Athenian, who being now in 
his travels, had been with 4me/is.of ,Eoypr, and now came to viſice Crw- 
ſ#s. He kindly entertained him) -and, ſhewing him his treaſures, our of a 


vain conceir of his own felicity demanded of him, Whom he thought the 


happieft Man. He anſwered, he eſteemed for ſuch, one Tells an Arhenian, 
who baving lived in good credit, and leaving divers Children and Nephews 
of honeſt and virruous cariage, died in the War ar Elex/ine, afrer he had firſt 
helped ro pur to flight the enemy ; for which he was honoured by his Cirizens 
with a publick and fxtely funerall. -Craſus expeRing , if nor the firſt, yer 
the ſecond place, asked him, Whom he accounted next to Tel/w. He replied 
Cleobis and Riton, two brothers. of Argos, who had ſufficient ro live on, and 
being very ſtrong, hid gorten the berrer in tryall of Maſteties. On a time ar 


- the feaſt of Fam, their Mother being ro be drayyn ina Charior to the Temple, 


and the Heiffers not athand , they yoked rhemfelves , and drey her thither. 

She being much affe&ed with rhe piery of her Sons, praied the Goddefle thar 

whatſoever was beſt for Man, might be beſtowed on rhem , who ſleeping rhar 

night in the Temple, were found. dead ” the- morning, and Honoured wy

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the Argives with two Statues , erected to their memory at Delphos. 
36. The King was troubled thar his felicity ſhould be ſo little valued, as not 
comparable to thar of private men. Bur Solo» plainly told him, thar all rhings 
- were uncertain in this life, and no manought to be accounted happy ril his End; 
for which Philoſophy, as range co the Courtiers, he was diſmiſſed Wirk 
ſmall repuration for learning. Creſ#s, growing exceeding proud and irreh- 
gious;, ©o humble him, had a dream, thar the choiſeſt of his rwo Sons, (where- 
of 01e was dumb) ſhould be flain with the iron head of rome weapon. Here- 
upon he removed all chings of that nature our of the way , looked to him dili- 
gently, and marryed him our of hand. Bur at this time ir hapned, rhar a cer- 
rain wild Boar haunted about the Mountain O'ywpws in Myfia, which doing 
oreat harm tothe Inhabitants, they were in no wiſe able to maſter, and there- 
fore ſent ro Cr@ſ#s, defiring him to ſend his Son, accompanied with a ſuffici- 
enr train, to hunt and kill che Wild beaſt. He plainly denied, becauſe of 
tis dream, to let him ſtir from home ; bur che young Man,: having a. orear 
defire to the exerciſe, thereby to approve himſelfe for aivity ro his new mar- 
ried wife, ,obtained leaveto be ſenr, ſaying, that no ſuch thing would be uſed 
in the game as chat of which he had dreamed. He commicted him then ro 
the care of one Adraſtss the Son of Gordins (and he of Hides) King of 
Phrygia, who having at unawares killed his brother, had been baniſhed by his 
his Facher. When they came into the field, and had diſlodged the Boar, Adra- 
ftas throwing a dart at him, chanced to hir the young Man , and ſo fulfilled 
the dream ; for which, oftering himſelfe ro be killed, upon Creſus his refu- 
fall, as done withour any intention, he yer ſlew himſelfe. Creſus rook the 
-accident very heavily, and kepr limſelfe in mouming two years. 

37. This mourning was broken off by che proſperity of Cyrns, who ha- 
ving now overthrown the Kingdom of the Medes, advanced highly the affairs 
of Perſia. Herein he found himſelfe exceedingly concerned, ſoas to with- 

Rand, if poſſible, his ſuccefſe, and make an addition thereby ro his own For- 
rune. For encouragement in this deſign , he ſent. ro enquire of the Oracles Creofus Halym 
farand near z which anſwering with one conſent , that he ſhould overtarn's greſſus, magnam 
great Principality, he was much incouraged, not doubring bur that of the 9*rvertet opurn . 
Per fians was meant thereby; and much more after the Oracle at De/phos, had 
(in aniwer to his requiry, whether his Empire ſhould lorg conririue ) bid him 
look to himſelfe, whena Mule ſhould have pofleſſion of the Soveraignty of 

_ Media ; taking this in a lirerall ſenſe, notwithſtanding the conſtant ambi- 
ouity of ſuch anſwers. Now ( the Oracle giving way to it ) he ſent to make 

a League with the Lacedemonians, who being obliged to him; eafily compli- 
ed; rhough no ſupplits do we read of ſent to him. For he , being in grear 

eeſu inva- haſte,prevented the ſending of any; and, with all rhe force he could make, 'in- 
deth Cappado- yaded' Cappadocia, ro revenge, as he pretended, upon Cyr», the injurie of- 
Cle. fered to Aſtyages his Brother in Law ; bur indeed rolay thar ferrile Coun- 
try to his own Domnions. Having paſſed the River Hays, he came into a 
place of Cappagocia called Preria , the moſt ſafe of all the Country, near to 
the City Sirop*, which was ſituated upon the Exxine Sea, Taking up his 
uarters here, he,made incurfions, took the Ciry of the Pterians, with all 
the reſt round abour, and baniſhed rhe Syrians ( ſo were the Cappadocians 
called by the Greeks, rill ſubjeRted ro the Perſian Empire) chough they had 
. nothing ill deferved athis hands. of 
38. Cyrus coming azainſt him ſent ro the /onians, to. draw them to his 
party ; bur they ſtanding oft; he proceeded and pircht his Camp againſt 
Creſus. After ſome skirmiſhes rhe Armies mgaged, and a very hot diſpute 
continued till night parted chem, many falling on both fides.Cr@ſ#s, though 
neither party owned #ny defeat, was blamed by his Soldiers for ingaging with 
ſo numerous an Army ; ſs that, Cyr#s not ſtirring our againſt him the nexr 
days he thought it beft ro rerrear ro Sardis, and ſent out of hand for aide to 
 Amelis King of egypt, and Labynitns of Babylon, whom he had by a 
League obliged to him :- ro rhe Lacedemonians alſo ro diſpatch cheir Auzili- 
arie; within 5, month, , wich which«ceſting that winter, he would Ons 
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fear him: before he could recolle& his Forces : and accordingly marching inco 


_ Lydia he prevenced any meſſage of his coming. .Cre/w, though exceetiihgly 
perplexed ar. ſo unexpe&ed a thing, gathered his ſubjeRs cogerher

-would giye leave, and provided for his defence; which the ocher Percei- 
ving, and fearirig the poyyer of his Horſe. (wherein. the Lydrass excellzd all 
other. people. of 4/ia) rook off the burthens from all theCamels,thar follow-

.ſmell of which; (when che. Armies joyned) che Horſes not enduring , curned 
aſide.

ſaw behoofefull, modelled his Army, and marched againſt che Confederates, 
whom: wichour any great rages he overthrew , all bur the £gyprianc.

Afterwards the Kings 
of- the Province of Thebes, and rhe remaining part of ./E£gypr, fell on rhem 
wich a grear and laſting War, 'and by a King named Alisfragmathoſis , were 
they overcome, and driven up into a place.containing the quantity.of 10000 
Akers of. ground: called Awaris. The Son of rhis-King, Themoſfss by *' 
name, attempted the taking of 'this place, beſieging ir ,vith 480000 Men ; 
buc, diſpairing of ſuccefle , agreed with them, that leaving .,£g pr, they 
ſhould gogghirher elſerheypleaſed ;. ſo that. departing; with all heir 200ds, 
to the berof 240000 perſons, they travelled rhrough the Deſarr inco Sy- 
ria, (forthar they feared che Aſſrians, who then obtained rhe Empire of 
Aſia) and built-rhem a City inthe Country, afterwards called F#d4ea, which 
might ſuffice for ſo-manyrhouſands, and named ir Fersſalem,

Becaufe fayour was ſhewed towardsthem, the Prieſt who would have 
d chem deſtroyed, feared much rhe diſpleaſure of the gods, as well againſt 
himſelf as the King, and foreſeeing they ſhould have power over ,/£gypt for- 
thirteen years, he durſt not tell the King ſo much, bur wrote a Book concern- 
ing the marter, and rhen killed himſelf; which caſt the King ( you muſt 
know) into a grear melancholly.

12. Bur being ſtill defired co do ſomething for the ſecurity of the diſeafed 
people, he gave them Awvaris, the Ciry of the Shepherds, now not inhabited:

_ themorion, and all, tothe number of 200000, marched" down to' Avar, 
Amenophis much ſtartled herear, eſpecially becauſe of the Prxdiction of the 
Prieſt, commitred his Son, bur. five years old; to a Friend; 'and, together | 
witch 4pis and his other gods, went into «Ethiopia, where he was received 
with all his mulritudes of Subje&s, and was kindly entertained by the King, 
who made proviſion for them for theſe thirteen years. The Solymitans, or 
Shepherds, with the unclean multitnde, made now great hrvock of All things 
in e/£2Þt, burning Villages and Ciries, and raging againſt the ſacred Animals 
with cheir Prieſts, whom they compelled to be their Burchers, and drave away 
naked ; the forementioned PrieRAill giving Laws, and framing their Policy;

Records, famous Preſidents 6f Council, or Actian perforined by. their moſt 
Hluſttious Predeceflors , which were to chem propoſed as Copies to taky our. 
Their rime was preſcribed, not onely of ſpeaking ro the people, and diſtribu- 


ting Juſtice, but alſo of walking , waſhing, and other more ſecret imploy- 


ments. Their dier was very moderate : uſually Veal and Gooſe , with a mo- 
derate quantity of Wine, as if ordered by an exa& Phyſician, No liberry 
was there of puniſhing any man in paſſion, or choler, either of ating ay 
otherwiſe unjuſtly ; every caſe being determined by the Laws. Yet neither 
did they hereby account themſelves frairned of crue liberty, bur rather happy 
in that they indulged nor their appetites like othet men. Hereby obtained 
they the love of their fubjeas.who held them more dear, alive, or dead, than 


their own relations, and the Government continued for many Generations, as 


long as they ſubmirted rorhoſe Rules and Orders. 

36. Seftefr,or Seſoſtri5,divided Egype into 36 Nomr which word,whether 
Greek,, or Egyptian,fignified ſeyeral Cities with certainVillages and Grounds 
thereto belonging. Of theſe,1o belonged tothe Province of T hebes,or roT he- 
bats , ocher 10 to Delta, and the reſt ro the /Hidland Conntreys lying berwixr 
chem;all which had their ſeveral Nomarche, or Governours, who ruled chem, 
and rook care of the King's Tributes. The Lands were divided into three por- 
rions, whereof the firſt belonged to the Prieſts, who were in grear Authority, 
and high eſteem with the people. Of their Revenues they maintained Sacri- 
fices chroughour the Land, and their own families; being exempred from all 
burthens. and impefirions, They were chief Counſellors ro the Kings, al- 
wayes aſliſting with their advice, judging of. things out 'of their deep kill 
in Alecvony , and ſuggeſting uſefull matrer/our of the Records ; their fun- 
&ion hereditarily deſcending upon their Children. The ſecoxd portion of 


. Land belonged to the Kings , by which they maintained their State ,- waged 


War ; rewarded deſerving perſons, and which —_—— ſufficient Trea- 
ſure, they burthened not their SubjeRs by any Taxes. The third portion be- 
longed to the Souldiers ,. who were at all occaſions ready for rhe War ; ic 
ſeeming reaſonable that ſuch as ventured: their lives for the fafery of rheir 
Countrey ſhould be well rewarded; and good policy not ro commir the ſafe-

conſtant Revenue, All, when ripe of age, were commanded to marry for 
the propagation of legitimate iſſue : Yer they did nor. lead their wives to'their 
houſes when newly married, bur ler them ſtay till they were fir to govern a 
family, The Boys took their meat alrogether on the ground, ſerving them- 
ſelves, and the elder ſort. They were cloathed meanly,and alike , both Win-. 
ter and Summer ; they uſed bickerings with one another, borh wich ſingle 
hand and Weapon on certain dayes, and had thoſe who exerciſed them alſo in 
ſhooting, and a 'vvarlike 'kind of leaping invented by Cres z -moreover in 
certain Rirhms, called properly * Rythmi Cretici, "The Cretians had ſeveral 
commendable Laws, as that which ſeverely reſtrained drunkennefle, another 
commended by Plato, rhat required an account how: publick Corn was diftri-

Celius, who gwe name to an hill in the Ciry : and ſome whole people com- 
mitted chemſelves co his prote&ion (having taken example from rhe /Me- 
dullini) and received Colonies from Rome, This ſucceſſe the Sabines ſore 
repined ar, laying now the blame one upon another, thar they had nor with- 
ſtood the beginnings of the Roman grearneſſ2 :- wherefore thy reſolved to 
corre& their former careleſsneſſe by double. diligence, and afſzmbling roge- 
ther at Cures, "their Metropolis, decreed War againſt Rowe for the ſpring fol- 
lowing; andmadecchoiſe of T, Tatiws rhzir-King to be General.

Gred that women, according to rhe cuſtom of Perfia, mighr. be brought in to 
chem. He replied, that was not rhe faſhion of Macedonia; bur yer he would 
oratifie rhem therein, which being done,they began ro be uncivil rowards rhe 
women, wherear he inwardly fretted, bur for fear ſuppreſſed his indignation, 
Bur his eldeſt ſon Alexander being preſent, a young man of prompr bold- 
neſſe and little experience, defired him.to quir the room, and let him alone

Mrgabyzms, Otanes the ſon of Siſawmes, who rook in the Cities 
Chalcedon, Byz.antinm, and: Antaxnder , with the Iſlands Lemnos, and Imber. 
He himſelf was now returned ro S#ſa, whither he carried along wich him 
Hiſtiews, who Rood ſo much his friend ar the Bridge of 1ffer, Hiſtiens 
having begun to- build a Cirie of his own in Thrace, Darizs our of colour of 
doing him-honour, and uſing his advice in his moſt important affairs, drew him 
away from it,knowing his great abilities, and fearing his reftleſſe ſpiric. There 
he continued for ſome years, rill not being able to hear ſo niuch ralk of Em- 
pire, and rule, wherein he himſelf had no ſhare, he much preferred his antienc 
Dominion though bur over one 'Citte, before this Real, though: plauſible im- 
priſonment;, and rherefore ſought how he might kindle a fire in /onia, rhax 
for his incereſt in that Councrey he mighr obrain co be ſenc thicher roquench 
it, and ſo wich his liberty ger ſome notable advantage for a great atchieve- 
ment. Ir. hapned thar his endeavours did but rend ro the blowing up of chat 
ſpark, which was already kindled wirhour his knowledge,in Ar:agoras his ſon 
in Law, who-Governed M_lems in his abſence, The firſt riſe was occaſioned 
by the inhabicancs of the Iſland Naxos , who having bamiſhed ſome of rheir 
principal Citizens,the Exiles fledro Anaxagoras for prorettion and ſuccour. 
He knowing not well of himſelf how to reſtore them, ſent ro Artaphernes the 
brother of Darixs, and his Lieutenanr of Joniarhen reſidenr at Sarde, propra 
ſmg the Conqueſt of that T{land to him, and offering co ſubdue both ir, and 
all the reſt of the Cyclades to. the obedience of . the Perſtan Empire, Arra- 
phernes acquainted che King with the gong and he* approving of it, he

This che 
Per ſian took ſo bainouſly,that he gave intelligence underhand to the NVaxians 
of their coming, who being forewarned were forearmedzſorhat no good could 
Ar:ſtagoras do, but ſpending his time to no purpoſe, was forced at length to 
raiſe his fhege. For this fruicleſle attempr,feating diſgrace, or-worſe from 
the Perſians, chat he might prevent it, he ſtudied how to reyolt, and draw the 
loniags into Rebellion, 

15. While he conſulted wich himſelf , a Meſſage came from Hiftiewy, 
who becauſe the wayes were ſo watched that he could ſend no Letters, 
ſhaved cloſe the head of his truſty Slave, and thereon with+an hot iron in- 
oraved ſuch marks as ſerved to make out his ſence, and after his hair was grown 
ſent him ro /Milerm, Ariſtagoras ſhaving his head again as he was com- 
manded (which was all the meſſage that the flave carried by word of mouth) 
preſently, and el:dly dppreinidedche matter, v/z,, that he ſhould =xcite the 
ſonians to rebell. Coing now more cheerfully about his work , that the Afi- 
lefians might more readily receive the motion, he reſtored them to a ſhew of 
liberty, and to oblige the reſt of the Citiesy by one means or other abdicated 
the power -of their petty Princes, or Tyrants as they were called, But know- 
ing how little able this ſtrength would be tograple with the whole power of 
Aſia, which preſently would be upon them , he ſayled to Lacedemor, there 
to defire aſſiſtance from Cleomenes the King, who refuſing to intermeddle, he 
thence went to Athens, where as before he laid open rhe riches.of Aſia, with 
the imbecillity of the Perfays the preſent maſters thereof ; and added, that 
the Mileſians, as a Colony of the Athenians, might jultly expeR relief from 
their hands. | | 

16. The conjunRure of affairs ar preſent were ſuch ar Athens, as he could

5.0, 
called by the Grecians, the Lacedemonians ſent Parſanias , famous for his Th»id., lib, 1, 
Generalſhip at the bactel of P/atea, to ſer at liberty ſuch Greek Ciries as yer 
were under the Perſian, who accordingly with $0 Gallies ſec ſail out of Felo- 
ponneſus, and taking 3o more out from Athens, commanded by Ariffides, 
firſt went ro Cyprus, where he ſet ar liberty ſuch Towns as were yet held by 
Per ſian Garriſons, and thence to the Helleſponr, where he took Byzantium, 
and therein many Noble priſoners of the Perfians, whonrhe delivered to 
one Gangylns an Eretrian, to be kept as he pretended, to be put ro deathy 
but indeed toreſtore them to Xerxes.For heſenc rhis man ſecretly co the King, 
and bargained for his daughter to be given him in-marriage to betray Spar- 
za and all into his hands, He gladly received the meſſage, and wrote back 
again to him by Artabaznus the ſon of Pharyaces whom he ſent to the Sea- 
Coſts to hold intelligence with him , and for that purpoſe gave him rhe Go- 
vernment of Daſcylis, recalling Magabates who was over that Province, 
But Pa»ſanias growing more inſolent, hereupon was ſuſpeRed, and afrer- 
wards at lengrh diſcovered, and puniſhed for his treaſon, as farther is to be

and Np wa placing the flight of Themiſtocles in the fourth year of the 
/ympiad ( though Diodorws in the ſecond of the 97th) herice ir 
muſt follow; that the beginning of the reign of - Arraxerxes muſt be placed 
higher by near ronine years, e authority of that grave Author is in no wiſe 
co be deſpiſed, yer notwithſtanding, this ſhortning of the reign Xerxes which 
muſt neceſſarily follow, is nor agreeable to the teſtimony of other Wricers : 
eſpecially it is to be conſidered what difficuley will arffe hereby to the Chro- 


nology of the ſacred ſtory , it being moſt probable, char the ſeventy weeks of 
Daniel: coramencing in the ſeventh year of Artaxerxes , end at the death of 


eſus Chriſt ; which cannot be, if cheir beginning be co be affiened nine

bs ERXES. left three ſons , Darins, and Artaxerxes, both of them at Dioderus itjq 
the time of his death refideht in his Court, and Hy/Faſpes, who was 
abſent in his Government of Battria, Artabanus having murdered their See Tuſtin 
Father, preſently in the dead time of the night went ro Artaxerxes, and 
made him believe that his elder brother Darins had made him away, out of 
Reg [.- ambition to reign himſelf, counſelled him to provide for his own 1afery and 
* honour, before he ſhould eftabliſh himſelf, and offered him the guard to rid 
him of him, whereby he being perſwaded, ſenr and flew his brother. When 
this was done, Arraberns called his ſons together, telling them this was the 
rime of obtaining the Kingdom, and drew his \Wword with an intention now 
alſo to kill Artaxerxes, Bur he being onely lightly wounded, 1aid ſo abour 
him, that he ſlew him upon the place , as we have it from one ; though o-

33. Darius 1n the mean while by the perſwaſion of ſome Greciars abour 
him , had ' made choice of the plains of Syr:is, moſt capable to receive his 
multitudes, and opportune for the horſe ro charge in ; and for ſome time here 
he continued ; bur A/-xander delaying his march, he was perſwaded by his 


| Courtiers that he dared not to adventure any furrher, or look him in the face, 


and becauſe Winter approached he would loſe no time , and therefore ſend- 


- ing away his money and-ſtuff of moſt value,wirh ſuch as were nor fit for War, 


unto Damaſcus, he haſted into C3licia, where he ſuppoſed Alexander to have 
flefſed himſelf of the difficult paſſages, as nor daring to try battel in open 
1d. Suppoſing thar he prerended fickneſfle, and hid himſelf in rhe ſtraights, 
he paſſed over the Mountain, and went to ///ws,moſt imprudently paſſing by, 


and leaving him at his back. Taking rhis place, and therein ſuch of che Ene- 


my as being fick and weak were there lefc , he cut off their hands, and chen 


ſearing their Arms ſent them away to tell cheir King whar chey had ſeen ; for 
he thought now the Enzmy to have left 7s, and fled for fear of him, and' 


for thar reaſon haſted over the Hill Piwarzs, thinking ro fall upon him in the 


' Rear. Alexander knowing for certain that he was paſſed by, rook thence 


occaſion to encourage his Souldiers, who now could not be overmatched 
by multitudes, and ſending £ pep of horſe ro view the faraights, returned 
ed himſelf of- chem. Then refreſhing his 
men for the reſt of the might , he ſera ſtrong watch upon the Rock, and in 
the morning went down into the path,and ſer his Army in order for a barrel. 
34. This being done, the Armies joyned ere long, and Alexander ſeeing 
where Darius was, made towards him, which when Oxythres. the brother of 
Darizns ſaw, to prevent him, he placed a Company of moſt-valiant horſ-men 
ff many of Alexander his men , who prefſed 
forwards, But the Macedonians giving way to none in valour, with gear 
violence broke in amongſt them, and then a mighty ſlaughter followed, and 
a greir heap of Carkaſes lay before Darin his Charior. Many of the moſt 
noble Captains amongſt the Perſſans fell, ſome of the Macedonians , and 
Alexander himſelf received a wound in his Thigh, Darius his Chariot horſes 
being wounded with ſpears began to fling, & chrearned the overturning of him, 
when fearing he ſhould be taken alive he leaped our, and mounting an horſe 
ready for him , -he caſt away his Royal appatel, and ſhifred for himſelf, afcer

Alexander following the Chace was forced 
ro paſſe with his.phalange over the Enemies dead bodies , and with-1 000 
horſe did great execution ,. bur was not able ro reach Darims, who rode upon 
a Mare that had a Foal lefr at home, and therefore ran wich more ſpzed, he 
being accuſtomed' ro have ſome kept for ſuch neceſſiries. His Tencs were 
eaſily raken,and therein his Mother, Wife,Son,and rwo daitehrers ; bur of nio- 
ney not above 30000 Talents; the reſt being ſenr before-hand to Damaſems. 
The women hearing that Alexander was returned with the Robe of Dari, 
made grear lamentation, which he underſtanding , ſent Leonarxs ro them to 
pur. them our of fear as ro his death ; to promiſe them the maintenance 
of their former digniry, and a Viſit from him ro be made the next morning. 
As ſoon as it was light, he went to chem with Hepheſtion his greateſt favou- 
rite, both whom when che Mother of Darius ſaw, and knew not which was 
the King, ſhe made reverence co Hepheſtion , as ſeeming to her from the 
worrh of his Clothes to be the greater perſon, which when ſhe underſtood to 
have been amiſle, was troubled ar ir, and asked his pardon ; ,to'which he an- | 
ſwered, ſmiling ; Be nes croubled Mother,for be alſs © Alexander.

ted, as Callns Paphlagonia, Antigone Lycaonia , and Balacrus Miletns, 
after he had overthrown {darnes the Captain of Darius, Cilicia he had com- 
mirred to the care of Soſtrares, the Conntry about Tyre to Philoras the ſon 
of Parmenie, who had delivered his charge of {tbeſtia to Anidromachm, 
that he might follow the Expedition, All the Towns of Paleſtine he had gor 
now into his hinds, except Gaza, which Rate the Eunuch reſolved to hold out 
apainſt him. This was-a City diſtant from the Sex about two miles atid an half, 
He beliegeth of difficult acceſſe by reaſon of the depth of ſand about it » the Sea near unto

traced amity with Ama/is, whoar that timie reignedin eZ gypr; Ina ſhorc 
cimme his affairs ſo proſpered, thathe became fanious chrongh [oxi and all 
Greece, for whereſoeyer he niade War he proſpered, with his 200 Biremes or 
Gallies wich two ranks of Oars on a fide, and 1000 Archers, invading all 
his neighbours without any difference , for char he held it for a rule, chat he 
pratified bus friend more by reſtormy what he had taken fromg him, than if he 
had takgn nothing away, He ſubdued many Iſlands and many Towns in the 
continent.

They accordinglydid ſo, and con- 
craced a ſtraighr league of Alliance with Athens , which became a grear 
eye-fore to the Thebars, and all their parry a long rime after. 

9. In thethird year of the 65 Olympiad, and the 8th of the reign of Da- 
rims, fell our great flirs ar Arhens , which never ceaſed ill they produced a 
change in the Government, Pi/iſtrarus rhe famous Tyrant ar his death left 
chree ſons, Hippias, Hipparchus,& Theſſalusand the principality (as ic ſhould 
ſeem from * Heraclides) ro themall ; though Hippias, as ws eldeſt, hid Su- 
pream Juriſd1iion, He had hitherto for the ſpace of thirty years enjoyed his 
fachers Kingdom, being loving and affeRionate rowards his brethren , and 
moderare towards his ſub jets : Hipparchns was accounted a wiſe man , and 
lover of learning,being ſomerhing given to be amorous, and 7 heſſalus bold, 
and head-ſtrong. It hapned that Hipparchus fell in love with one Harmo- 
dis5,a young man of the Cirie, and ſorely ſollicited him ro unlawfull dal- 
liance, who therewith acquainted one Ari//fogiton, a man of a middle rank 
amoneſt che Cirizens, and who moſt paſſionately loved him. He fearing he 
ſhould be deprived of this his dear one, conſulred with himſelf how he might 
deſtroy, borh Hipperchus and the Tyranny, Hipparchus ſtill going on to 
follicite Harmoaizxs, butin vain, at length refolved to be revenged on him, 
and executed ir on his fifter, which being on a- certain ſolemniry to carry up 
che basker that was to be dedicared ro Minerva , he pur her by as un- 
_— of the office ; chough ſome of late have thought char he raviſhed 

[. | | 
10. Harmodixs taking this in very evil part, and Ariffogiton much worſe, 
prepared all chings neceflary for their conſpiracy ; but expe&ed the great 


| feaſt called Panathevnea, on which day onely che Cirizens might be in Armour 


wichour ſuſpition, for diſcharging the ſolemnicy. They provided not many 
men before hand, for the more cloſe carrying of the bufinefle , and becauſe 
they hoped all the reſt would withour any hefiration be ready ro come in to 
chem. When the day came, they and heir party being ready with cheir Po- 
niards,eſpied a man talking with Hippias; Whereupon they choughr they were 
diſcovered, and therefore reſolved to do thar, wherein eſpecially they were 
concerned, if they conld , and ſo ruſhing in violently upon Hizparchns, they 
flew him-in the place. Aritogizon defended himſelf for ſome time from 
the Guard ; bur che multitude flocking in, he was raken,after he had received 
many wounds , and his friend Harmeodiss ſhin outright, Hippias having no- 
rice of what had paſſed, came cunningly upon the Citizens that were Armed 
for the ſolemniry, and by his Guard picking out ſuch as had Daggers abour 
mow or whom he ſuſpe&ed, thereby prevented at this cime all furrher 
trouble. . | | 

11. Hicherro he and his brethren had nor been diftiruſtfull of their own 
fafery, and therefore ' had uſed no great Guards about rhem ; not rendring 


their power very burthenſom to rhe people, but a&ing according to the rules 


of verrue and prudence. They exacted onely the 2ork part of the publick 
revenue, exceedingly beaurified the Citie,waged War, and left the Citizens 
co their former Laws; onely ſome one of chem was alwayes Magiftrate, and 
other men held of them yearly Offices, Piſ:/fratws the ſon of Hippiar, and 
Nephew co the founder of chis Kingdom, as'tt appeareth from T hxcydides, 
having ſomeritnes had the power in his hands. Bur Hppias after this, fear- 
Ing himſelf, exerciſed his power very ſeverely againſt the Arhenians, pucting 


| many of chem to death , and co eftabliſh. himſelf by forein alliance he gave 
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SECT.1; his daughter in marriage ro Flippec/us, the ſon of eAfnntides the Tyrant - of 
WY Lampſacus, knowing them to be in great grace with Darins King of Perſia. 
To find out the complices of theſe two young men, he torcured,amoneſt others, 
a woman named Ze2xa rhe Paramour of Aritogiton , but ſhe was ſo con- 
ſtant as ro endure all, and biring off her rongue, ſpic it in the face of the Tor- 
mentors, leſt therewith ſhe ſhould diſcover any one ; in memory of - which 
the Athenians afterwards Conſecrated in the Caffle a Lioneſſe without a 
rongue, asalſo, Ereted Statues ro the memory of Harmodins and Ariſto. 
7202 , as the liberators of their Countrey. ' Theſe Statues were taken away 
y Xerxes into Aſia, and long after ſene back by Alexander,or Antiochns, or 
Seleucns, as is ſeverally delivered by Hiſtorians, They alſo Decreed char 
rheir names ſhould never be given toany ſlaves. | 

12. Though theſe two did not aQtually procufe the freedom of Arhers, bur 

periſhed in the atrempr,yer it was attributed to them, becauſe that in the 4th 
year afcer,ſome imitating their example expelled Hippras, & effeRually pro- | 
red it. At this time the A/cmeomide (or thoſe of the family of Alcmmeony Herodotus 
who was great Grand-ſon to Neſtor, and being caſt out of Meſſenia by the .s. 
Heraclide, came and lived at Athens) being driven into exile by the Pifts £2P2.62.0, 
ſtratide (or Piſiftratss his ſons) having ſometimes endeavoured in vain the 
recovery of their Countreys liberty , fill lay in wait for a more convenient 
opportunity to accompliſh 'ic, Being full of money, they hired the Amphyito- 
es to let them build a new Temple at Delphos , which was very magnificent, 
and corrupted the Pythia (or the woman that received and delivered the 
Oracles, ſtanding in a Tripos , or three footed ſtool) as often as any of Sparta 
came thirher , fill co propoſe ro them to ſer Athens at liberry, This being 
conſtantly done, the Lacedemonians accounted it a piece of theit religion to 
do it, and ſent Anchimo/ins, a man of prime Rank amongſt them, wich an - 
Army to expell the P;//fratide , though their friends, and ſuch as had de- 
ſerved no otherwiſe than well of them. They being aware of this, had con- 
tracted friendſhip and alliance wirh the The ſſalians, and now procured from 
them a ſupply of 1000 horſe, which by a common decree they ſent under the 
Command of C:xeas their King j which falling in upon the Camp of the Spar- 
tans, flew amongſt-many others Anchinwlins the General, and beat che'other 
co their ſhips, in which they returned home. 

12. Afterwards the Lacedemonians ſent another Army by Land , under 
the Condu& of Cleemeves the ſon of Anaxandridas, who invading the Athe- ,,,,,,,,,

man 1gnorant of Letters, is reported to have given a ſhell to Aritides (nor 
knowing him, but ro be of the common ſort)* and deſired him to write there- 
in for him che name of Ar:i/fides, ar which he wondring, and asking him if 
ever he had received any injury art his hands , he ſaid no, but that he was 
troubled ro hear him all over go by the name of Juſt. Ariſtides hearing this, 
anſwered nothing, bnt wrote his own name, and gave ir tothe man,and when 
he deparred our of rhe Cirie, with hands lifted up to heaven prayed (contrary 
ro whar Achilles did when be found himſelf ill uſed by Agamemnor) that 
che eſtate of Athens might never happen to be ſuch as to give them occaſion 
to think of Ari/tides, But in the third year afrer, when Xerxes now marched 
through Theſſaly and Beor:a towards Attica, the Athenians repealing their 
Decrees,recalled all chat were baniſhed, eſpecially for fear of Ariſtider, leh 
joyning' with che Enemy , he might by his Authority draw many of their 
_Cicizens to revolc. They were miſtaken concerning the mans diſpoſition,for 
before the Decree for his return was made, he had nor been wanting to pro- 
', voke the Grecians as much as he could to defend their libercy ; then joyned 
wich Themiſtocles, though /one moſt averſe ro him , and for the publick good 
advanced him to rhe higheft degree of Dignity, He joyned in endeavours 
wich him for procuring the Greczans to fie , and underſtanding that P/y:- 
zalia 2 little. Iſland. before Salamina was poſſeſſed of the Enemy , he paſ- 
. ſed over chither wich a party of ſuch as voluntarily followed him , and put 
. all of chem to the ſword, excepr ſome of the chiefeſt,to whom he gave quar- 
<er. He diſpoſed Soldiers ſo throughout the Iſland ; that 'on which quarter 
ſoever any of either parry ſhould bike, he might ſeize upon them, and ſo pre- 
ſerve his friends, and provide that none of the Enemy ſhould eſcape : upon 
which account a Trophy wasere&ed in Pſyitalis. And when Themiſtocl+s to 
cry him after the victory, ſaid, that one brave a& was done, viz. the overthrow 
of Xer-xes, bur that another remained, which was, by breaking the bridge to 
rake Afia in Exrope , he earneſtly deſired him to reject all ſuch advice, and 
rather to conſider how ſoon they might expell the Mede out of Greece, 
left being ſhur in with ſuch grear Forces, and all opportunity of flight being 
raken away; he might by neceſſity be egged on to revenge. 
© 32. After the overthrow and flight of Xerxes, Themiſtocles Faving the 
, greateſt authority in the fleer, went therewith againſt ſuch Iſlanders as had 
he 28s of £aken part with the Perſians, demanding money of them. He urged chem 
Preniſtocles With two powetfull divinities Perſwafionand Neceſſity , to which the Inhabi- 
mmediarly rancs of Axdros (one of the Cyclades) truſting in the ſtrength of their For- 
che flight rifigxrions , oppoſed two others as ſtrong as the former, viz. Poverty and [n;- 
"Xe? poſſibility, whereupon they were cloſe? beſieged, bur ir being to no purpoſe, 
che Fleer returned to Salawine, Themiſtocles without the privity of rhe reſt, 
going to.other Iſlands, from whom by his threats he  exacted miuch money. 
After chey had at Salamine divided the ſpoil, and conſectated part thereof ro 
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*SECT-1, their gods, they went to the /thmw, there ro reward him who, ſhould be 14cm cp. iz, 
WYW thoughr to have beſt in the War deſerved of Greece. When rhe Captains ſe- &c. & 
| verally came to deliver cheir minds in wriring at the Alrar of Neptune, each oe. - 
one aſcribed ro himſelf the firſt place in merit bur ro Themsſocles aſſigned ©", 
the ſecond, which amounted toas much, as if by a filenr confeſſion rhey had 
acknowledged his merit co be principal. And though by the envy of che 
'Captains has glory was depreſſed, yer was he accounted the moſt prudent man | 
of all Greece, and being invited down to Lacedemor, by the judgement of 
Kis glorie, Ehar ſevere Stare, as the praiſe of vaſour was given to their own Ewrybiades, 
ſo thar of prudence and dexterity unto him. They gave him a crown of 
Olives, and the beſt Chariot they had, as a reward, and whar before was not 
doneto any mortal man byrhem, ar his departure, to do him honour, they ſenc 
300 Horſe ro condu& him to the borders of their Domimons. After chis, the 
Grecians overthrew Mardonins, whom Xerxes had left behind him, at the 
batrel of Platea, and the ſame day the Perſian Fleet ar Mycale a Promontory 
of Tonia, which they hereby reſtored to liberty, X anthippms being Archon ar 
Athens; in the ſecond year of the 75th Olympiad, and rhe ſeventh of 
rhe Reign of Xerxes, During which paſſages abroad , lictle hapned ar 
home m; in relacion to them ; the ſumme of which elſewhere hath been 
related; > : 
33. As for learned men which flouriſhed during this period z ſome of the 
Learned Men. ſeven Wiſe Men of Greece lived in the time of Cyr#s, and abour the begin- 
ning of the Perſian Empire, Theſe ſeven were, Pittatus of Mitylene, C0)ſule Ding 
who was born abour th2 3 2th Olympiad ; Bas of Priene, Chilon of Lacede- "" Latin 
mong and Cleobulus of Lindus, all who flouriſhed about the 49th Olympiad, 
with Thales of Miletws, who being born abour the firſt year of rhe 35 th 
Olympiad, foretold an Eclypſe of rhe Sun, which hapned about the rhird year 
of the 48th, in the reign of AJyartes, and Aftzager,and about the beginning of 
che $8 <> having helped Creſ#s over the River Hats, by drayning ic wich a 
ditch, then died. The fixth was Solon of Athens,who died the ſame year wich

They diflwaded chem rherefore from going on 
with their work, alleging char it was dangerous for Greece to have any forti- 
fied place wirhour the Peloponneſis, which the Barbarians might ſeize on, 
and pie, They ſaid chey would ſend anſwer by Ambaſſadors of their own, 
and Themiſtocles rook the buſinefſe upon him, He firſt wenc alone, and or- 
dered that the reſt ſhould follow , bur not cill the wall was brought to'a rea- 
ſonable height; 'rhar in the mean. crime both bond and free ſhould ply che 
work ; and ſparing noplace, wherher holy or prophane, privare or publick, 
rake all ſuch Aufffor building as they might ſooneſt hghr on.

Greece ; and, to conclude, if they expeRed the return of their Ambaſſadors, 
they muſt diſmiſſe him, or elſe neyer expe to ſee them retutn 3 which ac- 
cordingly they were forced to do with much private regret, though aſhamed 
to own the cauſe.

Then 
when they were carried out, each Tribe came, and putring the-bones of th:ir 
fellows into CypreſſeCoffins, carried them away oft Chariors, and one Cheſt 
was carried empty for ſuch as had not been found ; the women of their km- 
dred making lamentation as for them, Then were they buried in a publick 
Sepulchre, in rhe molt Famous Suburb of che Cirie; called Cerannow , where 
all flain in Wat were conſtantly buried, except they rhar fell ar AMararbay, 
who for their grearer honour were buried in the place of the fight. - Aﬀeer 
chey were buried, ſome one Eminent for prudence and eloquence made- a 
Funeral Oration in commendarions of them, which at this rime was moſt ex- 
cellencly performed by Pericles.” The ſcope of his ſpeech was to ſhew they 
deſerved immortal glory for ſhedding their bloud in cheir Countreys behalf, 
andto excite the living toſeekafrer ſuch renown. Wirth this Winter ended 
che firſt year of the Peloponneſian War, whoſe Hiſtory for its influence into 
che whole is the more conſiderable,

diſcommodiries, they fined him $0 Talents ; and baniſhed him the Cirie, 
and yet preſently. after, according to the inconſtanc nature of the multitude, 
recalled, and creared him General with fullpower. 


10. Inthe ſame Summer a Navy from Pelopenneſics of an hundred Gallies 
fellupon 'Z-zyvtbs, anTland addicted to the Arhenians, which waſting, and 


being not able ro do any more, they rerurned home, The Pel/oponneſians 
alioin the end of Summer ſent Ambaſſadors to the-Perfian King rodefire aid, 
who were alſo commanded to go to Sitalces King of Thrace, to defire a 
Leaove of confederacy with him ; but they were taken near the Hellefporr 
by ſome Athenians, through the aſſiſtance of Sadocws the Kings ſon, and free 
of Athens, and being brought rhither,' in revenge for ſome Athenians, Mer- 
chants, and others, ſlain in Peloponneſe, they were put ro death. In Winter 
twenty Gallieswere ſent from Athens ro Newpattas to ſecure the Straights 
lying berwixt Peloponneſiu and v/Etolia, and, other fix ro Caria and Lycea, 
to gather money,under Command of MHeleſander, who in a fight was there 
{lun wirh part of his forces. Potidea now alſo being in-deſpair of any ſupply 
from Peloponneſms, and ſore afflited with famine ( which raged ſo fr as 
chey ate man's fleſh) yielded ro the Arhemians, Of the beſieged as 
were Males had liberty co depart with one Garment apiece , Females 
with two, and a little provifion. The Citie _— emptied was te- 
pleniſhed with a Colony from Athens, ro which ſtate this ſiege Rood in 
2000 Talents.

Yer ſtill rhe matter ſucceeded nor, and ar length deſpairing to take the place 
by force, they raiſed a Wall round abour ic, which they fenced wich a double 
Ditch ro (hut them in, and leaving ſufficienc Guards, deparred home. Be- 
fore this che Townſ-men had ſent out to Athens all their uſeleſſe Company. 
This. ſame year the Athenians fought with various ſucceſle in Thrace and

I2, In the later end of this Summer, and the 6th Monerh of tie year died 
Pericles, of the Epidemical diſeaſe, or the Plague, as Pl#tarch reporteth, 
though not by its ſudden force as others, but in a way.of Conflmption,which, 
if ſo, was extraordinary, As he drew on towards his end, ſome of the prin- 
cipal men of Archers that were lefr alive of his antienc friends , as they ſate 
by higa, nor thinking that he underſtood any thing , diſcourſed much of his 
reat and many victories and Trophies which he had ereRed, placing thereiri 
the majn of his, commendation, He underſtanding the diſcourſe, interrupted 
chem, ſaying, chat be wondred they ſhould eſpecially cake notice of thoſe 
things, which forrune made common to him with others, and make no men- 
tion of that which was moſt worthy and remarkable, for Ns man, ſaith he,

in conſtant admiration , not onely for his equiry and mildnefle, which he 
ſhewed in ſo many buſineſſes of concernment, and ſuch enmicies as were ex- 
erciſed againſt him ; bur alſo for his greatneſle of ſpirir,. that chis he eſpe=- 
cially charged upon himſelf,nort to indulge his anger in ſo great power, or his 
malice ; neither ro be implacable rowards his greateſt adverſary : and this 
ſeemech co be the reaſon that he enjoyed the ſirname of O/ymp:us without en- 


. vy,becauſe he was of ſo ſweet a diſpoſition,8& in the greateſt power preſerved 


tis life unblemiſhed. The great mifle the Aebeniars had of him made them 
ſoon g's what man he was , whoſe power whileſt alive chey 1ll bore, 
as daſling their eyes 5 when dead, and they had experience of others, chey 
confeſſed that no man could in that heighr of place have carried himſelf more 
moderatly, or in thar- modeſty more gravely, and thar height of power which

- He retur- 
ning from the purſute, ſerled rhings in Lesb«saccording to hisown mind, ſent 
Salethus the Lacedemoxian meſſenger ( whom he took in the Town ) with

for them, unto Athens, ſtaying there himſelf for further orders. . Salethas 
was preſently put to dearh, and the 'people being called rogerher ro conſult 
abour the Mitylenzans, reſolved, at the inſtigation of Cleo, -a man of birter 
ſeverity, thar all thoſe of ripe age ſhould be pur to death, as well as rhey char 
were ſent to Athens, and all the women and children ſhould be made bond-

conformable ro their policy-and the other to the Peloponnefians, Twice 
within che Ciry did they: fhghr, 'and. both rhe Athenians and Peloponneſtans 
ſenc their Fleers to the aſſiſtance of their Friends ; but the A:hexr4ns heing 
ſtronger ar Sea, andſending 60 Gallies more to the help of the former N:- 
vy, the Peloponneſian: withdrew themſelves, ' having onely lightly skirmiſhed 
with che Enemy in the fight of Coreyra, before the latter Fleer arrived.

. 23- The Peloponneſians demanding their ſixty ſhips which they had given 
up, and now at the end of the Truce were to be reſtored ro them in as good 
a condition, were put off, under pretence that they had broken the Truce, 
The Iſland was alſo afreſh beſieged, and the Sparrens valiantly ſtanding out, 
' things went on bur ſlowly, ſo that Cleor himſelf, who much vaunred whar he 
| could do, was by the people, who now began torrelenr of their not imbra- 
cing a peace, forced, whether he would or not, ro command a new ſupply of 
men thicher. He, and Demoſthenes (whom he choſe for his Collegue) firſt 
The Spartans Offered condirions to the Spartans, and then upon their refuſal forced them, 
inthe Ifland after the loſſe of 128. to yield rhemſelves to mercy.. The number of choſe 
Shafteria that yielded were 292. (whereof 120 of the Nobility of Sparca) which were 
o © Mr carried to Athens, and being cloſely impriſoned, it was reſolved, that when 
the Peloponneſians next invaded Attica, they ſhould all be ſlain; and then 
was a Garriſon of Meſſenians (the old Inhabitants, and birter Enemies to 
the Spartans) ſent into Pylus, The Lacedemonans ſorely diſcouraged by 
theſe Events,and fearing worſe things, ſent to Atheys again about the liberty 
— of the priſoners, and delivery of Py/us, bur the Ambaſſadors were often re- 
je&ed, and nothing done, the 4thenians being ſtill more puffed up by their 
good ſuccefſe, This Summer they overthrew the Corinthians in the thmus. 
A Fleer being alſo ſent for Sicily, aſſiſted the Corcyreans m their way againſt 
their Exiles (who having got footing in the Mountains , annoyed them) and 
by their help they now utrerly ſubdued them, and-uſing them with unwonred 
 cnielty, rhe ſedirion here had an end.

Perſia, Artaxerxes Longimanns , concetning whom they there had incelli- 
gence thar he was dead, and ſo the Ambaſſadors rerurned home. The In- 
habirancs of Chizs being ſuſpe&ed by the Arhenrans, were commanded to 
_—— cheir new Wall; with theſe things che ſevench year of the War 
ended. | 
24. In the beginning of the eighth year hapned a parrial Eclypſe of the 
Sun,which che Aſtronomucal Tables ſhew to have falln our on the 21K day of 
March after the Faliam account , before noon , half of the Diamerer or a» 
bove being obſcured, rhe fourth year of the 88 Olympiad now drawing to an 
end; and an Earth-quake hapned on the firſt of the Moneth 1Mnnichion, 
which ſome make ro fall in with che ſame day. The Athenians this year fell 
upon the Ifland Cythera, lying near to Laconia, and inhabited by a Spartan 
Colony, which they took, and putting therein a Garriſon for a time, thence 
made excurſions into Laconia, Afterwards they took thence a greit part of 
the Colony, and cook, and-burnt Thyrea, ſtanding upon the Contines of La- 
conia and Argols, given by the Spartans to the e/E ginetans,whom now they 
rook away, and plundring the Town ſer it on fire. Carrying their priſoners 
ro Athens, the GE pmetans were condemned to death , and the Cythereans 
being diſperſed rhroughourt the Iflands , ſuch as they left in Cythera were 
ſubje&ea co a grear Tribute. Bur in Sic:ly, ar this time, an Univerſal peace 
was made, and imbraced by all che Cities, through the earneſt perſwaſion of 
Hermocrates a Syracuftan ; ſo that: the Athenian Forces were driven to 
quit the Uland , for which ar their return two of the Generals were unjuſtly 
bamiſhed, and the third underwent a greart fine. 

$5. The Exiles of Mity/ene with others of Lesb#r,and ſome Mercenaries, 
ſeizing upon Khetium im Aid, took Antandrus ; but ſelling the former again 
ro the Inhabitants, they were drawn out of the larer ro fohr, by Ariftides, 
and Demodocus (or Symmachw, as Diodorms calleth him) who overthrew 
chem , and crook che Town from chem. Theſe rwo were Captains of the 
Fleet, which gathered Tribute from the Tſlands ; their Collegue Lamachu 
being gone into Pont againſt the Heracleans', who being in League with 


_ the Perſian King demed Tribure. His ſhips, by the vehemency of water 
which ran down the River , were ſhattered, and he loſt the greareſt pare borh

of them, and his Forces ; ſo that he could nor move thence, either by Sea, or 
Land; whereupon the Heracleazxs thinking ita more honorable part ro do 


; 800d than to take revenge, furniſhed him with proviſions, and ſent him away | 


with a Convoy, efteeming thar the waſting of their grounds would be well 
recompenſed if rhey ſhould make friends of rheir Enemies. With this Con- 
voy he palled through the Countrey of the 7 hracians in Aſia, and ſo came to 
Chalcedon. \*- . 

25. Arrhistifne the Inhabitants of Megare were much diftrefled , what 
by the ſeveral inrodes of the Athenians, and their own Exiles whom they had 
caſt out, and now preyed upon them from the Villages. Wearied with theſe 
continual difturbances , they rhought of recalling che Exiles ; bur the Magi- 
ftraces underſtanding that, and preſently apprehending whar danger might 


_ ariſe to themſelves from rhoſe of whoſe bamiſhment they had been the cauſe, 


conſpired with Hippocrates and Demoſthenes, the rwo Athenian Caprains, to 
berray the Town ro them. The Gates were opened, and the Arheniant had 
been Maſters of the place , bur rhat ſome of che Confſpiracors changed their 
minds, and obſtructed the bufineſſe, which che other feeing ſeized upon part 


_ of the Jong Walls, and caſting up a crofſe work againſt che Town , ſer them- 


ſelves with all their might co compaſſe abour che Niſea, or Port, hoping, 
if they could get it, the more eafily roobtain the Town. And the Garriſon in 
it being preſently diſcouraged by the topping of victuals, which they were 
wont dayly to receive out of rhe Town, yielded; rhe Sparrays ro mercy , and 
the reft upon 'condifion of liberry ro Ranſom themſelves. Then the Athe- 
ian! provided for ſerting upon the Town : bur were hindred by rhe coming 
of Brafidas the Spartan, who hovering abour Corinth, upon notice how _ 
EE) paſſe 
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afled here, hafted, thinking co prevent the taking of N:ſea, and afrer he 
bad heard of its ſurrender, yer uſed all expedicion, hoping to ſave the Town, 
and to recover it, But when he came the Megarians were divided in their 
affections, yer both parries feared to ler him in, for thar they chought it beſt 
to reſerve themſelves for that parry that ſhould have the berrer , and Govern 
themſelves according ro Occurrences, and therefore he was forced to depart 
x chis time wirhout having done one rhing or other; 
26. Not long after, the Bu-orrans came, and joyned themſelves to Bra/i- 
| da ,, and thereupon followed an Engagement with the Arhenians , which 
ended with equal ſuccefle to both fides. That party of the Town which fa- 
voured the Exiles, being incouraged with the preſence of their friends, ſent 
for Braſidas, and other Peloponneſian Officers into the Town, to conſult with 
rnem, who confirming them in their reſolutions then departed home : The 
The Exiles <Arhenians alſo following, ſuch as fided with them for fear berook themſelves 
:e-admirrced tO flight, Then were the Exiles recalled, having firſt raken an Oath to for- - 
rape againſt oer all things paſt, and not conſult their own paſſion , but rhe good of their 
their Advet=- Qountreys bur: having got the power into their hands , and having the Guards 
— of the Citie at their diſpoſal, they cauſed 100 of thoſe they ſuſpeRed to be 
my apprehended, and being condemned by a forced judgement of the people, 
chey put them to death, Then raking all che Government to themſelves , ir 
cqntinued in an Oligarchica! way a long time. 
27+ Ar theſame time, ſeveral amongſt che Beorgavs attempted ro change 
Seycrala- Che frame of their Government, being much defirous of Democracy as it was 
mongſt the eſtabliſhed at Athens; and ro this purpoſe held correſpo:1dence wich them 
2eot:a15 at= there, plotting to betray ſeveral places into their hands ; but rhe matter be- 
rempring tO no diſcovered ſucceeded not, but onely to the loſle of the Atheniars , who 
_ __ were overthrown in battel. In the mean while the Lacedemonzars being in- 
blppointed. —_— Perdiccas King of Macedonias and ſome of rh2 Inhabicants of Chal- 
cs (who promiſed them ſome pay for their men) reſolved ro ſend ſome 
Forces into Macedenin and Thrace , ro divert the power, and defign of 
Zufidas the the Athenians, who now began to be ill chought of by _—_ in thoſe parts, 
Spartan fenr and feared by reaſon of .their growing ſtrength. They mide choice of Bras 
emi "1 44 for their.

v4. They did a thing at this cime, which is noted with cruelcy and injuſtice. Be- 
was, ing ſomething down the wind in their Fortune, they ſuſpe&ed the power and 
numberof rheir ſlaves the Felotes, leſt in this their weakneſfle rhey (bould ar- 
tempt. ſomething againſt them, and took occafion at this expedition, by of- 
fering all ſuch of them liberty as would chearfully imbrace the ſervice, ro ob- 
ſerve who among them were moſt a&ive , and when they expe&ed to be 
manumiſed, inſtead thereof rhey made away (though how is not known) 
about 2000 of them, and ſent 500- away with Bra/das, together with 2000 
Mercenaries hired out of Pe/oponneſus, | 
28, Braf6aas after his arrival, by fair means reduced Acanthus and Sragi- 
r#5 (both Colonies of the Andrians) from the' Athenians, and then in Win- 
ter. ſer upon Amphipolis a famous Colony of theirs, firuate upon the River 
Serymon, which almoſt compaſſing it gave an occaſion tothe Jarer name of tr, 
being before called Nime-wayes. In a dark night he ſeized on the bridge, and 
all but the Cirieit ſelf, and 'tis thoughr-had raken ic alſo had he led his Sol- 
diers on, but ſuch as had conſpired with.him to betray it being overmatched, 
and ſtirring not, he onely waſted the grounds abour it , andattempred nothing 
. further for the preſent. The Inhabirants who affe&ed rhe Athenians, being 
Tcydides the Ore in number, ſent ro T hwcydides the ſon of Olorns, and the Writer of rhe 
Hiſtorian, the Hiſtory. of the Peloporne ſian War, then the Athenian General, lying in Tha- 
Athenian Ge= ſ#5, an Iſland inhabited by a Colony of the Pariaxs, half a dayes ſay! diſftznc 
neral, from Amphrpolis, who with ſeven ſhips haſted thither to prevent the delive- 
ry of it,,or however to ſave Eiove, But Brafidas being aware hereof , to ob- 
tain Amphipolis before his coming offered rhem moſt large conditions ; that 
all ſhould there remain,and live in the ſame Stare as formerly,as well Arhen- 
ans as others;or if they liked better to remove,ir ſhould be free for them ng 
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SW Came to Ejome that very night, and ſaved it , whereas Braſidas elſe had

taken it-the next morning. Yer he took three other Towns near to Amphipo- 


tis, and left them to be Garriſoned by Perdiccar, 

29. The Athenians were much moved for the loſſe of Amphipolis, which 
had been of great uſe tothem in affoarding them Wood for ſhipping,as well 
as money, and beſides this, how a free paſſage ſeemed to be open to the La- 
cedemonians to invade their confederates , who thereupon might be induced 
to revolt by Brafidasr, who being a very moderate, and juſt man of himſelf, 
cave out,that his deſign was to ſer Greece at liberty. And even ſo ir fell our, 
for the Cities heating whar had hapned, and great commendations of Brafidas, 
ſent to him to haſten his march towards them , with promiſe to revolt, think- 
ing they might ſafely enough doit,for that they falſly perſwaded themſelves, 
that che power of the Athenians was not ſo great as they found it afterwards, 
when It was too late to repent them of their raſh and inconfſiderate reſolu- 
rion, into which they were hurried by an earneſt defire of liberry, The Athe- 
vians having intelligence of this, uſed all diligence to ſend Soldiers into all 
of them,-as the ſhortneſſe of the time, and the Winter ſeaſon would bear. 
Braſidas ſent to Lacedemon for a new ſupply of men ; bur little heed was 
eiven to his meſſage, partly becauſe the great ones there envied his glory, 
and eſpecially becauſe the people being well wearied now with the War , de- 
fired to have their men that were taken in the Iſland, and to make peace. 
Yer he having made proviſion for the building of ſhips upon the River Stry-

except two, to ſubmit, and then by ſurpriſe taking Toroxe, a Town of Chalcis, 
and tributary to the Athenians, he Rormed the Caſtle the third day after, 
The remainder of the Winter he ſpent in fottifying the places taken already, 
and providing for taking of others which he deſigned. And thus the $th year 
of the War ended, 

30. In the beginning of Spring the, Lacedemonians for the reaſons above 
mentioned were defirous to cone to a compoſition, and they hoped that now 
the Athenians, ſomething diſcouraged by what Braſidas had done in Thrace, 
might not be averſe to it, And indeed they were inclining to a ceſſation of 
Arms, that they might ſtop his proceedings till ſuch time as they could re- 
cruit themſelves , intending to Govern themſelves in reference to the 
lengrh of the Truce as their affairs ſhould comport; and ſo a Truce was con- 


cluded for a ue ,the Articles of which imported theſe things eſpecially.

fodes poſſeſſed at this time they ſhould enjoy ; that free acceſſe 
and regreſſe ſhould be given to Ambaſſadors and Heralds, and their Confe- 
derates, to treat abont a peace : that Runagates ſhould not be received ; that 
all comroverſies ſhould be decided by Law, and wot by force : and ſomething 
was added concerning the uſe of the Sea ; In thu Truce the Confederates or 
both fides being compriſed, During this Ceſſation ſeveral Treaties were held 
abour a League , but ſomething hapned which diſturbed ſorely the minds-of 
the Athenians, For Stione a Town of the Peninſula of Pellene of its own ac- 
cord reyolted to Braſidas, and was followed by Menda, Braſidas ignorant of 
the Truce, after the revolt of rhe former, laboured ſore with the later , and 
Potidea, to reduce them alſo ; but then news came to him of the Ceſſation, 
and much contention rhere was about the places; for that the Athenians ſaid 
that Scrone revolted two dayes after the Truce was ſworn to, and concluded. 
Being not able to recover them by words, they ſent an Army to effe& ir by 
deeds, and Merda they recovered, whileſt Braſidas was abſent, aſſiſting Per- 
aiceas the King of Macedoniain his War with Archibens, where ſuch difla- 
tisfaQtion paſſed berwixt the King and him, that thenceforth Perdiccas began 
to joyn himſelf ro the Athenians, Who compaſſed Scrone abour with a Wall, 
which having finiſhed in the later end of Summer, a ſufficient Guard being 
left, the reſt of the Army was brought home. The Winter following all was 
quiet berwixt the two Stares by vercue of the Truce ; bur the Mantineans 
and Tegeatars fought a barrel with equal ſucceſle, both parries won

[ln ſent inco Confederates, Hearing that Torove was bur manned with a mean Garriſon, 
rhyace, is be depatted from the fiege of Scion, and ſer upon ir with ſuch earneſtneſle, 
quickly puffed borh by Land and Sea, that in the ſame day he took it, and though he acremp- 
up. ted Sragirms in vain, yet he effeually did it upon Galopſis, a Colony of 
the Thaſians , after which he ſtaid at E/one expeRing ſome Auxiliaries our of 
Macedonia, and Thrace, Here he grew very ſecure, being exceedingly puf- 
fed up with his late ſuccefle, and char ar Py/s,. which he arrogantly imputed 
to his own Wiſdom ;but his men diſdained to lye idle, and prerended to be 
wearie of his Government, as thinking him unfit ro command. Herewith he 
moved from Eione in aſecure poſture, thinking of nothing lefle chan fighting, 
which was taken notice of by Bra/idas, who having fewer men than he , and 
leſſe experienced, thought it not wiſdom to trie a battel wich him, nor art 
once to ler him have a fight with all his Forces ; bur pouring them violently 
upon him by degrees , thereby to confound and overthrow his Army.

They expoſtulared wich them 
for what had been done, and laid perurie to their y how. in caſe they lefc 
heir ſociery and berook themſelves to Argos, and blamed them for nor ad-' 
mirting the League with Arhens, becauſe it was formerly agreed, that what 
che major part ſhould conclude, ir ſhould oblige all 3 excepr ſome divine im- 
pediment interpoſed, The Cormebians replied in rhe Aſſembly of che 
Agents of thoſe Cities which refuſed the League; thar in general rhe Lace

For, the : Lacedemonians reſtored nor Amphipolis, nei- 
rher procured the affociares in Thrace, the Beotians, nor Corinthians, to ſign 
the Le1gue, though'they ingaged joyntly ro cauſe rhem to do ir, and that if 
within a certain time they did it nor, both were to hold them as Enemies, The 
Athenians ſeeing thar they performed not theſe things, ſuſpe&ed they dealc

28. In Winter the Deputies of che Confederates came to Lacedemon, 
anqlaboured invain to diffolve the League betwixr rhar State” and Athens. 
But now other Ephor:s haying enrered into their Offices who had nothing to do 
in making che ſtraieht alliance, and werealſo much averſe unto ir, they dealt ſe- 
cretly with che Beotians and Corinthians, to perſwade the former to joyn

In the mean time the Agents from Corinth, Megara, and 
Thrace, agreed with the Beotarche , that they ſhould bind themſelves by 
Oath co aſſiſt him who ſhould want it, and not to begin, or finiſh any War 


. without the joynt conſent of all, and upon theſe rerms, that the Treaty ſhould

be ſigned. Burt ere this could be done, the Beotarche were to refer the mat- 
rer to the four Councils of Beoria wherein lay the ſupreme power, which not 
being made acquainted by them what advice the Ephori and others of Sparta 
had given, for fear they ſhould give that State offence by .joyning with Co- 
rinth which had revolted, they jndged the contrary, and ſo by the means of 
the Beotarche, who took it for granted chat the Councils would a& accord- 
ing to their advice, the matter proceeded no farther now, and afterwards was 
negleQed by them. 
39; This Winter alſo many Treaties were held betwixt the Athenians 
and Lacedemonians, about the reſtitution of the places ; and the Spartans 
hoped, that if Panattns was but reſtored to the other, they ſhould recover Py- 
[u3, But ſuch Towns as their old Allies had gotten by their means in the late 
War, could not be reſtored without their conſent ,, and therefore Ambaſſa- 
dors were ſent earneſtly to requeſt the Beorians ro deliver up Panattne with 
the Atheniay priſoners. They Rtoutly refuſed todo it , except they would 
enter into as peculiar and ſtraight a League with them, as they had 
done with the . Arhenians, Now this could not be legally done , be- 
cauſe in. the League with Athens it was provided , that neither ſhould 
make either League, or War,without mutual conſent. Yet being poſſeſſed 
with an inflamed defire of recovering Py/a, and the more,fot that they ſome- 
thing now were moved by the Ephor:, and others thar defired a breach with 
Athens, they ftcuck up a League with them. Then did the Beotians utrer- 
ly demoliſh Panattrs inſtead. of giving it up, and ſo the eleventh year of the 
War ended. | : | 

- 40. In the Spring the Argive: hearing nothing of the Beotian Ambaſla- 
dors promiſed ro be ſent but grear talk of the demoliſhing of Panattw , and 
the League betwixr them, and the Sparrars, whom they thought ro have drawn 
them in with the conſent of the Athenians, were much perplexed, thinking 
they now ſhould be run upon by all,though they formerly promiſed chemſelves 
the Dominion of Pel/oponneſus by forſaking the alliance of Latedemon, They 
rherefore ſent preſently chither, and ſtruc uP another League with chem for 
fifty years. In th: mean while three wete ſent from Spare to receive from 
the Bavtians the Achenian priſonets and Panaitm , who yielded both per- 
ſons and place, but this utterly demoliſhed,pretending for heir excuſe, that 
by an antient League it was to be held by neither of them in particular, bur 


The Athenians. be common to both. The Athenians received their men, but were much 
therear, and moved that Panattus was demoliſhed (though the Ambaſſadors put it off by

who were now not conſulting how to become maſters of others, but how co 
ſave themſelyes,were well pleaſed with his meſſage, and though they had Am- 
baſſadors now reſident at Lacedemon about the League with thar State , yet 
did they. ſend away others to Athens, together with the Eleaxs and Manri- 
xeans, to make one offenſive and defenſive with them there. The Lacede- 
monians hereat were at a ſtand, ſeeing well, that ſuch a Combination tended 
ro their hurc, To keep in with the Athenians the Ephori thought thir more 
was done already than ſtood with their honour or profit ; others held ir rhe 
wiſeſt courſe, ſeeing they had done ſo much, not to ſtick ar a little more, 
bur rather by giving full ſatisfaRion, to retain the friendſhip of that State, 
which was more to be valued than all the reſt of Greece, This reſolution 
prevailing, ſuch were ſent away ro Athens as had moſt affeRion ro peace, ! 
who ſaid in the Senate, that they came with full Commiſſion to conclude all, 
excuſed the League entred into with the Beotians, as having been done one- 
ly to pleaſure them in the regaining of Panattas , and afſured them of the 
readinefſe of their State to give all ſatisfaRion , being much grieved thar 
things went otherwiſe than according to their pleaſure. ' Alcibiades raking 
notice that they ſaid in, the Seate, that they came with full Commiſſion to 
conclude, feared that thEreby the people might be drawn to a peace, & inter- 
Who hindrech poſed by a notable ſtratagem.

Afrer his return the Athenians made a League-with the Ar gives, Eleans, and 
Aantineans for 100 years, at large deſcribed by Thucydider, bur rending to 

the murual aſſiſtance of each other, Hereby nothing in terms was done de- 

rogatory tothe wg with Sparta, and the Corinthians, though the Allies of 

Argos, yet refuſed to be compriſed in it (as inthe former berwixe che Ar- 

giver, Eleans, and Mantineans) alleging that the former Convention was 
ſufficient, which did not oblige them joyntly ro make War upon any one, 

though to defend one another.

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43. This Suftimmer che goth Olympiad was celebrated , from the ſolemniry 
of which the Latedenonians were kept by the Eleans, being forbidden the 
Temple , and offering ſacrifice, for which a Guard was ſer , becauſe they had 
not Paid a Fine of 2000 Minz impoſed upon them by them, according tothe 
Olympian Law, for putting ſome men 1nto the Caſtle Phoryews , and rhe 
Town of Leprea, during the O/ympiax Truce. They ſent their Ambaſſadors

ro Excuſe the matter , bur nothing was done, ſo that they ſacrifized.at home, - 


which bre4 'very ilt bloud betwixr them, Afrer this ſolemnity rhe Argives 
and their Confederates ſent to Cori#th, ro perſwade then rhere ro imbrace 
cheir party ; but the Ambaſſadors of Sparra being there, and ir being much 
debared, an Earth-quake hapned, and ſo'they returned without any ſucceſſe.

44. The next Summer A1cibiades wich ſome forces out of Artica, and 
the affiſtance of Argos, matched into Pe/oponneſus, which paſſing over he 


marcherk into CaMe to Patre, where he dealt with the Inhabitants about building a Wall - 


Peloponneſus, 
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cherice unto the Sea , intending alſo of himſclf ro build another as far as 
Rhium in Achaid , but the matter was hindred by the Corimhians, Sicyo- 
vet, and others, who would have been endamaged thereby. The Argives 
made Wat upon Epidaurus upon light occaſion, thinking, that if that Town 
was but ſubdued; they ſhould be more ſafe from the Corivrhjans on that fide, 
and the Athenians would have a teadier wayto ſend-chem aid from gf gina. 
Whileſt chey were bufie about a peace, Ephamides rhe Corimbian threw this 


in their diſh, that what they made words of, that thEy contradied by their 


deeds, and upon that account they drew back their Army. Bur no concluſion 
coming of the Treaty, they invaded the Territories of Epidauras again , and 
wafted the rhird patt thereof. The Lacrdemonians were twice abroad with 
their Armies this Summer , bur were recalled by their ſuperſtitious Ceremo- 
nies. The A:tbexians alſo ſent the Argives 1600 men under Condu@ of 
Alcib;ages ; but they having drawn away their forces, and having no imploy- 
ment for them, they rerurned home. In Winter the Lacedemonians con- 
veyed 300 Garriſon Soldiers itito Epidanrws, which paſſing through the Bor- 
ders of the Athemrans, the Argives *xpoſtulared with chem for ſuffering ity 
contrary to the League, and cothplained that chey reſtored not the Helores 


and Meſſerians unto Pyius, whence they had taken them upon the deſire of 


the Spartans, This accordingly was done at the inſtance of Alcibiades, All 
others were quier this Winter , except the Ar gives and Epidaurians, who 
skirmiſhed ſometimes , and towards Spting the former hearing Epidan- 
r#s to be naked , came ſuddenly with their ſcaling Ladders, and endeavoured 
rhe caking of it, but in vain.

60. The Athenians were loath to give credir to the firſt report of the 
loſle of their Army and Fleet, becauſe of the greatneſfle of it, but then know- 
ing it to be ſo indeed, were much incenſed, againſt rhoſe thar perſwaded them 
to undertake rhe War, and for that they feared rhe Sic:/ians wonld now come 
upon them whileſt they were deſtitute of all chings, the Citie was filled with 
oreat conſternation. Yer within awhile, they took courage, and making all 
proviſion for defence, gave Commiſſion to ſome few ' of rhe moſt ancient and 
experienced amongſt them, to conſult and provide fit matter' for ghe multi- 
'rude to decree, In Winter ' following all Greece was elevated upon this 
cheir bad ſucceſſe.

2000 Foot, and 3oo horſe, under the command of Pammenes, He with this 
Force took ſome of the Towns, and terrified others into compoſition , and 
ſo reduced them all ro Megalopols, The year following Alexander the 
Pherean Tycant ſubdued ſeveral of the Cyclades and rook thence abundance 
of Captives. The Athenian Garriſon commanded by Leoſthenes oppoſed him 
in Peparethns, whereupon he ſer upon the Athenian Gallies, and took them, 
together with one belonging ro Peparethas, and 600 priſoners. The Athe. 
ians inraged hereat, condemned Leofthenes, and ſent Chares with a Fleet 
into thoſe parts, who ſpending tus time in ſcaring the Enemies , bur oppreſ- 
ſing the Confederates, thereby conrraed anill name. For going ro Corcyra 
he there cauſed ſuch a Sedition, as could not be ended bur inthe ruine of m3- 
ny, and commicted other things which much rended ro the diſgrace of thoſe 
that ſenc him. With this year Dzodor#s concluderh his fifreenth Book , ha- 
ving, according to his promiſe , related ſuch chings as hapned before the

His great at-= by #/exander, The recovery of Macedon when there were two Compertt- 

chieyements,Z tors that had ſuch aſſiſtants, was a work of much prudence and dexterity. The 
regaining of ſuch places as were loſt to the /l[yrians and Olynthians, with the 
overthrow of the neighbouring Kings , and the State of Olynthus, were ſuch 
things as would have ſeemed too difficult for many ages to 'his predeceffors. 
The matters archieved by him required both Mars and Mercury for afli- 
Rants , and therein he bred ſo many choiſe Commanders, as for their Kill 
and valour being worthy to wear Crowns ; He ſeemeth moſt ro deſerve 
rhat glory which his ſon by the influence of his abilities afterwards at- 
rained. | -

His father apprehending his wit, procured 
Ariſtotle to be his School-maſter, offering him very large rewards , whoſe 
Native Citie Sragemra being before by tum demoliſhed , he re-edified for 
his ſake. By ſuch a Maſter he was nor onely inſtructed in morality , but had 
ſome infight into che more abſtruſe Sciences, and ſeemed to have ſome kill 
in Phyfick , being wont to give dire&ions to his friends abour rheir health. 
Being fixteen years old, Phil:p undertaking an expedition againſt the Byz.an- 
rians, left him his Deputy in AMacedona, where improving his time, he ſub- 
dued fche Medears who had revolted, and taking thar Cirie, planred it with 
new Inhabitants, and called it after himſelf Alexandropolzs, Ar the barrel of 
Cheronea he behaved himſelf very ftoutly, which with other his good parts 
drew great love upon him from his farher (inſomuch as he willingly ſuffered 
che Macedonians to call him-King, and himſelf General) bur Philips mind 
rowards his later end being wirkdrawn from his mother and faftned upon 
Cleopatra, thereupon enſued great diffatisfaction on both ſides , whileſt his 
mother ſtirred him to great indienation, inſomuch as he eſcaped nor ſuſpitian 
of being privy to her defigns againſt his father's life.

Italje, Hellanicu: the Lesbian, Philiſtns, and Antiochus,both of Syracuſe ; bur they 
ſo diverſly relare the ſtory, that it appeareth to be no other than dubious, and 
ſo intricare as nothing certainly can be pirched' on. - In Thwcydides the 
Opici, in Antiochns the Oenotrians and Opici. drove out the Sicwt: : But in 
Hellanicas inſtead of Siculi the Elymi and Auſone were expelled, with S;- 
clas their King, by the Oenotrians and Japyges. Again, according to the 
mind of Philiſtss, neither any Sic#ult, Anuſone, nor Elymi tranſported rhem- 
ſelves out of /raly ; bur the Ligares under condud of Siculws.> Solinus and. 
Martianus make this Siculus the ſon of Neptune, Ifrodorns the brother of 
Tralus, Servins Captain of the Sicani, and Antochys will have him a Ro- 
man Exile, whom Hor ges the Succeſſor of Tralns entertained. Further, Dr0- 
»yſeus wricerh,thar the Sicul; were Native Inhabitants of Latinm,and thence 
beaten by the Aborigimes, which is plainly out of the road of hiſtory , the S5- 
culi never having been maſters of Rowe. It would be too tedious to recice the 
ſeveral opinions concerning the' time when theſe $Sic#/z ſhould make their 
paſſage our . of - /raly into this Iſland. And what Thecyaides bringerh for a 
* confirmation of his opinion, viz. . that in histime ſome of the S:c#l; remained 
in /raly, cannot bur be falſe, nofoor-ſteps.of them being ro be found out 1n 
that Countrey by the diſcovery of any Geography ; ſo that others, on the con- 
crary, grant thar,the whole Nation paſſed over. Theſe arguments drawn 
from the uncertainty of reports conſtrain us rather to, acquieſce. in the opinion 
of Bochartss, who concludeth rhar no other ſtranger came from other parts 
ro inhabic Sicily, bur all were {ndigene, except the Greeks and Phaenicians, 
the Sicali and Sicani not being diſtinguiſhed in Nation bur onely in place. 
From the Phamcians (who eſpecially lived about the Promontory of Lily- 
beum, though they were diſperſed throughout the Maritime Coafts) he ſhew- 
eth the Iſland it ſelf, and every notable Town and River to have been named, 
in the firſt book of that admirable work inciculed Canaan, wo

Preſenting him 
with: this exquiſite piece, as incomparable for rhe rorturing of men, he ad- 
mired His'sktilf, bur dereſting his wickedneſſe, cauſed him firft'ro make a try-1 
of it, and excuſed himſelf co rhe Athenians, who rook it 1ll, as having done 
nothing bur what was juſt and meer. If Perilb had onely made experiments, 
Phalars had ſatisfied all reaſonable men ; bur threarning his Enemies with 
this Engine, and making good his word upom them as often as he could have 
occaſion, he thereby incurred, and lighted the hacred of mankind. Ar the 

fame'time flouriſhed” one Stefichorw a Poet of Himera, who died eight 
years before Phalaris, He wrote verſes againſt the Tyrant , and raifed an Ar- 
my, animating the Inhabitants of Himera againſt him, with whom joyned 
Conon a moſt leud and navghty man, and divers others, all which, cogecher 
with the Poet, at lengch fell intohis hands. Conow was preſently condem- 
ned tothe Bull, He doubred ar firſt whar ro do with Srefiobarre, bur ar

Io, He was ſogreat a contemner of Popularity, and ſo confcious of his 
wickedneſle and publick infamie, thar he refufed the honours offered him b 
them of 'elita, nor for any pride , but with a friendly admonirion, that ir 
would'beto rhem'infamous, and to him nor ar all/ adyantagious. So when 
Sieficboyus, Cleanera, Theane, and ochets, thought of woidaſio his praiſe, 
he ſerioufly defired chey would forbear,, wiſhing rather thac his name might 
be buried in oblivion, than celebrated in the Writings of Learned men, and, 
ro no purpoſe, / adorned with falſe commendations, Being grievouſly pro- 
yoked by the affronts of the Meſſenians, Caranigns, Leontines., Zancle- 
ans, and Tawromenites, he proſecuted them roche urmoſt, often ſaying, rhar 
he moſt cerrainly knew they would fall inco his hands, which accordingly 
came to paſſe. He confefſech thar he had tortured in the brazen Etgine 37 
men, ſeriouſly wiſhing they myghe be che laſt ; bur he foreſaw that Lamachss 
and-Epiterfes, though abſene, would increaſe the number. Theſe things are

| loponne ſus. This new Colony,becauſe of Archias,and for that many followed 
him from Corinth , owned that Citie for its Metropolis, which at that rime 
was moſt powerfull at Sea. Bur many afterwards flocked our of other parts 
of Pelopouneſas, and by little and little the Cirie of Syrac#ſe ſo increaſed, as 
it became not onely the. greateſt, and moſt beautifull of all in Sici/y, bur of 
Greek Cities whatſoever, as Cicero affirmeth, Ir contained, as he writeth, 
four great Cities; the /ſland, Acradina , Tycha, and Neapolis, Its com- 
paſſe was 1 80 furlongs, having, beſides Suburbs, two Ports very commodious 
for ſhipping, being ſeparated by rhe Iſland, and grounds about ir very fertile, 
in ſome places rifing into little Hills, bur compaſſed about with Fennes. 
The firſt Inhabicants dwelt in che Iſland antiently called Ortygia ; then as the 
Cirie increaſed the other parts were added, whereof the lateſt was Neapolis. 
As for the ſtate of the Citie » afrer it received a new beginning from Archias, 
the form of the Commonwealth was wichour doubt rhe ſame that then was 
in the Metropolis under the Government of the Bachiade,viz, Oligarchical, 
bordering upon Ariftocracie, Afrerwards the common pe-ple waxing heady 
outed the betrer ſort of the poſſeſſion of the grounds, and ſeizing on the 
Government, made bad to be worſe, as the ſad changes and deſolations will 
ſhew. :The Exiles (by Herodotw called Gamers) betook themſelves to Ge- 
lon the Tyrannus of Gela, who coming to reſtore them with an Army, the peo- 
ple reſiſted nor, bur received him into the Citie, whereby obtathing the whole 
power, he reſtored ic not ro the Nobility,but made himſelf maſter of Syracuſe.

ries in the Ifland. Ceontinm a moſt flouriſhing Town was utterly deſtroyed 
when it now gaped after che Empire of S:cily, the principal Cirizens being re- 
moved to Syracuſe, and the multirude driven into Exile. Out of theſe mo- 
rions they fell into the Arhenian War in the firſt year of the g1th Olympiad, 
concerning which we have already ſufficiently ſpoken. Syracuſe was ſo: ex- 
hauſted cherein wich expences .and {laughters, that upon the brink of ruin ir 
was meerly preſerved by the wiſdom and valour of Gyl:ppms., a ſtranger of 
Sparta; and not onely preſerved, but made vi&ortous to admiration , and im- 
abled co rerurn to the Arhenians ſo grear overthrowsby Land and Sea. This 
War which, begun in the 5oth: year after che recovery of their liberty (by 
means of the Egeſtans, who craved aid of, Athens againſt. chem and the Seli- 
entians) laſted not fully three years, leaving a ſufficient warning to all, of 
the vicifhcude of humane affairs, and ſhewing, that they who 'gape after Do- 
minion, and are buſfie to inlarge their bounds, being carried out by the force of 
ambition rather than reaſon, often fall into a neceſfiry of defending their own 
Eſtate, and ſomerimes loſe all, TK

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SECT. 2. the lare danger , in caſe they would well demean themſelves, 'now wreſfted 
waa this Lawfrom them, chat Diocles perſwaded the Nobility, and the berter ſort 
ro give Way to the time for avoiding ſome greater miſchief, and then he wich 
his Collegues having power from the whole State, as Dzodorws addeth, form'd 
_ this new Commonwealth with convenient Laws , whereby this liberty was 

bounded, and other things defined as they thought, but falſly, made for pub- 

lick good. 'This Dtocles was in puniſhment of vice rigid , and inexorable, 
and yer moſt juſt in whar was deſerved by any man. ' His Laws were ſo well 
rhought of by the vulgar, thar many Ciries-of Sicily received them on 'their 
own accord , the whole praiſe of che mvention being given to him , though 
he had others joyned with him in the work, that were excellent for wiſdom 
and prudence. In after-times one Cephalus under T imoleon, and Polydorus 
under Hijeron,were depured to the making of Laws, but neither of them were 
accounted Legiſlators, but both Commentarors upon him, who inthe form of 
his ſpeech was ſomething ſhorr and obſcure. 

19. Diocles amongſt other Laws ordained,that ir ſhould be Capital for any Died, «40ine, 
man to come into the Forum, or place where the people was wont to meer, 91 aa, 
with his Arms, and that neither rhe plea of ignorance nor any other 'excuſe 
ſhould ſtand him: in ſtead thar fo; offended. Afterwards it hapned thar he 
himſelf having iflued our againſt the Enemy who made incurſions, as he re- 
turned with lis ſword, heard of a tumulc in the Forum , and ſo went dire- 
realy thither, notchinking whar .he had abour him. Being for this repre- 
hended by a private man as breaking his ownLaws, he cried out he would do 
no ſuch matter, bur eſtabliſh them with his blood, and therewichall kilſed 
himſelf. In the Commonwealth thus new modelled by him, *cis uncertain 
what order there was, or what method was obſerved in aQting. There was a 
Senate conſiſting of 600 mzn,as we underſtand from Dredorms ;- but the fame 
of it was very obſcure, and the power, as may be gathered , exceeding ſmall, 
which makerh it be ſo ſeldom mentioned, The mulrirude was ſole Lord of 
all, and dayly meeting togerher created the chief Magiſtrates, diſpoſed of 
che Militia , placing , and diſplacing Officers therein , decreed War , made 
peace contracted - Leagnes and Alliances, exerciſed power as to life or 
death , granted Indemnity , baniſhed, and recalled ar their pleaſure. 
Other rhings of leffer moment were left to Magiſtrates, which were various, 
as in other popular Commonwealths. They were annual ,: as the Getrferals 
abroad; 24 3. 4.07 More, as the people pleaſed , the General at home who 
was over the Militia of the Cirie in time of peace , and had grear authority. 
Others were choſen by lot , as Judges, Treaſurers, Cenſors, and ſuch like, 
amongſt which were alſo thoſe thar overſaw the matters ar Sea, the Cirie 
having an excellent 'ſire for crading. Bur things could not thus long land, 
the Government being ſuch, and wherein the wiſeſt ſort could do leaſt, and 
the fooliſh unexperienced rabble was moſt powerfull, though having no skill 
in Stare affairs rhey little minded what. they did, and onely aimed ar their 
private advantage. Hereby they were eaſilyled afide by one,who cunningly,

Bur 
Imilco (or Imilcar) thereby not diſcouraged, continued the Siege, expiar- 
zing a Boy to Saturn, and drowning 
a company of Prieſts in the Sea as an offering ro Neptune, His Soldiers mu- 
rinying for proviſions, he ſupplied, by raking of the ſhips which loaded with 
neceſlaries were- ſent from Syracuſe to he befieged. Hereby he flarved 
them within, and conſtrained rhem roquir the Ciry , being guarded ro Gela 
by armed men. J1mjlcar found extrordinary rich plunder in it, whereof 
ſome rarities he ſent ro Carthage, amongſt which was -Phalars his Bull,

urbs of rhar part of the Citie called Acradins, His Army was taken with a 
ſudden Pannick fear, and ſeized by a ſore diſeaſe ;. yer notwithſtanding he 
drew a line for the Forrification of his Camp, and built three Forrs upon the 
Sea, wherein he pur his proviſions , and ſent into Sardinia and Africk for 
more. Afterwards Polyxexue father-in-law ro Dionyſus texarning out of 
Peloponneſiu 2nd Italy with 30 long ſhips, and Pharacides the Lacedemaniar, 
to the afliſtance of the Syracuſians, they rook a vicualling ſhip from che Cur- 
thaginians. They doing their endeavour to reſcue it , the Syracuſtans drew 
our. their whole Fleer , and ingaging, took the Admiral Gally , and ſpoyled 
24 Veſlels. Afrer this the Carchagimians durft not-fitir abroad, and the 
Syraenftans puffed up with this viRtory, thought of recovering their former 
liberry. Dionyfiw coming in at the Pore, called them rogerher, incouraged 
chem in che War, and gave them hopes of finiſhing it ſhortly to their ſarisfa- 
Aion. Here before his face, one Theoderws in many words exhorred his fel- 
low Citizens to throw off rhe yoak, and cirher take the Miliria' into their own 
hands according to the Laws, or deliver it up co the Leacedemonian General. 
Bur Pharacidas the Lacedemonian, according to his inflruſtions from his Sy- 
periours ( who had now eſtabliſhed an Ohgarchy whereyer they conld, 
agreeable with their own Government and inrer-}, or eave Way to the 
power of a fingle man rather than char of the people) ſaid openly, rhat he 
was ſent to help them againſt the Carthaginians ,\ and not to overthrow 
rhe power of Dionyſm; fo thax che people were ar ſo unexpedted a thi 
erly quelled , murmyring much againſt the Lacedemonians , who ha 
now twice deceived them in the recovery of their freedom.

The Latines hereupon being hindred from all Proviſions, reſolved co fiehr':

dayes, changed his reſolurion. 'The right Wing of the Lattwes was led by 
ALimilins, the left by Sextus Tarquimus , and rhe midd['battel by T tus 
Tarquinius his other ſon; On:the other ſide againſt Mamilins Rood Vir gi- 
ins, Ebutwe was oppoſite in the right Wing ro' Sextus Targquinizs, and the 
Di&aror led rne middle barrel againſt T irws, arid the Reman Exiles. The 
Romans brought into the field 24000 foot & -rood horſegbur theLatines 40000 
foor and 3ooo' horſe, When they joyned, both parries mifled of their expeQa- 
tion ; for 'the one rruſting rorheir- numbers, and che other to'rheir valour, 
chought. ro bear- all down. before them. The Di&ator gavethe firſt oppor- 
runity of victory by over-powering -T##s , after which ,-though Mami/ins 
and Sextus omurred nothing requiſire to valiant and able Caprains, yer both 
loſing their hives, their folfowers were diſcouraged and overthrown; ſcarce 
Ioooo eſcaping home of the' whole number.

Menenins, found ſome obſtruction in the 
Levies; the Commons ſtill complaining thatthe Agrarian Law was not exe- 
cured.. Bur necefliry cur off rhe Eputs » Eleven ſeveral Ciries 'of Herrmria 
having declared againſt the Veientes, for making Peace, without publick con- 
ſent, and forced them to break ir. The' pretence was, for that the Fab# 
were not drawn off from Cremeyra, who ſending intelligence tothe Senate of 
chis incended breach, it ordered Menenius ro march into Hetrarie, as Ho- 
ratix againſt the Volſei, While Menenine loirered'in his Expedition , 'Cre- 
mera was taken, and the' Fabiz all cur off, ' Some wrote* rhat ic was by.an 
Ambuſh, as they were returning to' Rome, 'to ſacrifize for rhe whole family, 
according to their cuſtome. '- But orhers delivered more probably , rthar being 
accuſtomed to mike depredations, they were drawn into ſnares by rhe He- 
eraſcans (who cauſed herds of Catrel to: be driven' thither, where they had

Sulpuins Camerinus were created Confults, who ha- 
ving nothing to do'abroad , imployed rhemſelves ar homz in defending the 
power of the Parritians agzinſt che Commons, now much inſtigated againft ic 
by their Tribunes. They were come ſo far, as to afſerr, that ir was moſt agree- 
able wich che conſtitution of a, free State, for the Cirizens ro have equal 
power in Government, The Popic now would have all things done by che 
preferipr of Laws, 'whereof as yer there were none writren,” the Kings having 
judged according co rheir own difcreriory, andche Conſuls by certain pref 
dents of thoſe Princes formerly in power.

$0. The Parritians extraordinarily moved, that the Senate's authority ' in 
rhis matter was utterly negleed , both by fair and foul means laboured co 
hinder the debare ; caſting the 'meaneſt ſorr like Slaves our of the Forum, 
who minded rheir private commodity more than che publick Peace. Amongtt 
thoſe ſticklers Ceſo Quinztine the ſon of L. Quintiny Cincinnamm, was principal, 
one of great Nobilicy , beauriful in. perſon, and very tour; and expert in 
War. Him the Tribunes reſolved ro make an: example to: all young men, 
and called him to anſwer for his' life befote rhe People. He: refuſed ro .an- 
ſwer, except at the Tribunal of the Conſuls ; bur his Father earnefily increa-

Ceſo eſcaped without 
puniſhmenct;the inſolence of the young Patritians would be intolerable, hepro- 
cured M.Volſcius,one of his Colleagues,ro tell feigned a tory,how in-the time 
of the Plague he and his brother recurning from 'a: ftiends houſe in the night, 
were ſet upon by Ceſo and his drunken Co 
led his brother outright, and left Yolſciws himſelf half dead.. He added, thar 


borh the Conſuls dying of the Plague, he could. have no ſatisfaQion,. and in 


the ſucceeding Conſulſhip, whenſoever he cited Ceſo before the: Magiſtrates 
(as ſeveral could bear witneſſe)' he received-nothing blows, This ſo inraged 
the mulricude, rhat they had torn him in-pieces, bur. thar-the Conſuls and 
ſome of the Tribunes kept them off.

85. The year following , th2 Sabimes, whoſe grounds the other: Conſul 
Naxtiss bad waſted, as alſo the .4qui,were in Arms, having retaken Corio, 
againſt whom when Levies came to be made , rhe Trib#zes again withſtood 
chem, being all new Created che fourth time. Hereupon che Fathers wich 
weeping-eyes fignified roche People, rhar being forſaken by them, who: hi- 
cherto. had ſailed .chemſetves cheir Children, they would go- forth and fiohe 
againſt the Enemy.in their own perſons, wherewith the multicude being ſore 
moved, and Yirgimys ſeeing thar do he what he could they would give their 
names, he. averred it to be.the reſolution of the Commons: to live and die 
with them; , onely:they- defired ſome reward for all their pains and danger, 
which was, that chey might live in equal freedom. Tf rhis could not be granc- 
ed, they waved it, and defired another thing, which he was ſure would not in- 
trench upon the Senate's privileges.

Diflentions monwealth were in Arms, to the greater profic than diſcommodity of ic. For 
renewed, ſuch a viciſſirudenow there was, that Peace brought Sedition , and Watre 
procured Concord', which the chief Magiſtrates apprehending, wiſhed for 
nothing more than external motions, and when there was Peace. abroad, 
ſought occaſion for War ; as underſtanding the growth of the Citie's pro- 
ſperiry to be procured thereby. The preſent Conſuls were of this mind, be- 
ing jealous of the beggerly and idle mulricude, And their opinion was right, 
chat they were to be diverted ; bur there they failed, that wheras in ſo ill a 
crafis of the State, they __ to have proceeded gently, rhey admitted the 
excuſe of none who defired exemption from the War, but ſeverely inflied 
penalties upon all ; which gave occaſion to the Tribunes ro make diſturbance, 
crying out, thar they violated the privilege of their Office, by impriſoning 
ſuch as appealed to it, From mutual revilings ſometimes it came to blows, 
both parties being berounded withrhoſe of their fa&ion, and the People nor 
fully complying with the Tribunes in their demands, they went into the Se- 
nare, where they required , .that the Conſuls might either lay-down their 
Offices, or anſwer their crime againſt the Sacroſan& Tribunitial power be- 
fore the People. The Senate derermined nothing, ſeeing it dangerous to 
diminiſh che power either of rhe Conſuls or Tribunes, at which the later 
much diſcontented, returned to the mulritude, Some were for departing 
ag2in from the Patritians 3 others mare moderate, would expect the courſe 
of Law againſt thoſe who had violated ſo ſacred an Office; and a third (the 
moſt ſober party) diſliked this as well as the other, for char the Conſuls were 
the Supreme Magiſtrates ; and thought ir meerer to puniſh their abettors. 
If the Tribunes had not at length reſtrained their anger againſt Senate and 
Conſuls, che City that day had deſtroyed it ſelf, ſo intent were both parties 
upon Arms and War.'

WS be neceſliry,-for as much as an interpretation was to be built.upon the autho- 
_  ricy of the Learned. This diſpurarion, or this unwritten Law, compoſed by 
the Learned, is not called by any peculiar name, 'as all other parts, bur by 
che common one of Js Civile, or Civil Law onely, Beſides, our of theſe 
Laws, ar the ſame time almoſt, were: compoſed certain caſes, wherein men 
conteſted one with another, which caſes, left the People ſhould make them 
ar theirpleaſure, were to be certain and ſolemn ; and rhis part of Law'is cal- 
The Original led Ationes Furs , or Caſes at Law, Thus almoſt ar the ſame time theſe 
of the Ciyil three ſorrs of Laws aroſe, viz. the Laws of the rwelve Tables; from theſe 
Law. flowed the Civil Law : and from the ſame were compoſed Caſes at Law. 
Bur the knowledge of expounding all rheſe, and rhe Caſes themſelves, were 
kept by the College .of Ponrrefices, who appointed yearly thoſe that judged 
Private Perſons, which cuſtome the People uſed almoſt roo years. After- 
ward, when Appins Claudmr had propounded, and reduced theſe Caſes into 
form, (c) Gnezs Flavins his Scribe, and the ſon of a Libertine (or of one (1) conſu 
whoſe father was once a Slave) ſtole rhe Book, and gave it to the People , Yaler. mar. 
which accepred ſo thankfully of the gift, chat he was made Tribune of the 7.2.c.5.exen.z, 
Commons, a Senator, and e/Ediliscurntis, This Book was called Jus Cj.

Laſtly, as the courſe of 
"affaires reduced the making of Laws to fewer faſhions, art length it came to- 
paſſe rhrongh ſeveral Fa&tions (viz. of Sylla, Marius, Pompey, and Ceſar) 
char there was neceſſity of the Commonwealth's being governed by a fingle | 
perſbn. For the Senate nor being able ro govern all the Provinces,. a Prince 
was ordained, and what he appointed was taken for Law. So thar in the 
Commonywealth of Rome , all Law was either ſo conſtituted by a Lay called 
Lex, as thar of the ewelve Tables; or properly called J#s C:wile, which being 
unwritten, - conſiſted in the interpretation of the Learned ; or Caſes of Law, 
which contained the form of Pleas ; or a P/ebiſcirum made without the au- 
chority of the Farhers : or the Editt of a Magiſtrate, called Jus Honorariam: 
ora Senatus Conſultam , which wichout a Law (Lex) was ordained by. the 
ſole authority of the Senate : or Princepalss conſtitutio, which the Prince him- 
ſelf enacted.

as they came from rhe Sabines, they ſeated themſelves, according to Feft ns, 


"They had the Sabizes,. Peligni, and ,/£qui on the Weſt, the Picentini and 


Apuli on the Eaſt, on the South the Campanrans and Sidicini, and on the 
North the Marncizi, Daum, and Apuli, as is obſervable our of Hiſtory, ſaich 
* Joh, Stadias. It was the cuſtome of the Romans by helping others.ro 
eſpouſe quarrels. The Sammnrtes having unjuſtly moleſted the Siaicini with 
War,. they berookrhemſelves to the Campanians for ſuccour. Theſe being 
luxurious and effeminate, were eafily worſted, and ſent to Rome for aid, 
cheir Ambaſſadors imploring it with rears, and giving up themſelves and 
Country into the hands of rhe Senate and People. The Senate was ac firſt un- 
willing to uſe any force , for that the Sammires were their friends in confede- 
racy; bur upon the importunate cries and prayers of rhe Ambaſſadors, and 
the ſcornful denial of the Sammires ro abſtain from the Territories of Capua 
and Campania, their requeſt was granted, and the Conſuls ſent forth, the 
one to Capra, and the other into Samninm, vyhere rhe Semnites vvere over- 
chrovvn in both places, and many thouſands of rhem flain : For, in Campa- 
ia, Valerius after a bloody batrel became Maſter of cheir Camp. In Sam- 
zium Cornelius having unvvarily led his Army. thither vvhere they lay in vvaic 
for him, P. Deoiusa Tribune in the Army, poſſeſſed himſelf: of an hill above 
rhe Enemy, vvho much vvondring thereat, applied themſelves thither , and 
ſo gave liberty to rhe Conſul to dravy forth his men into a more conveni-: 
ent place. - Then brake he through, chough beſieged, vvherear the Enemy 
vvas ſo muchaſtoniſhed, that the Conſul falling on obtained ſo great a Vi- 
ory, that 30000 of the Samnites vvere ſlain.

46. Afcer his return, the Antiates and Ardeates made incurfions into the 
Roman Territories, Being by ficknefle rendred unfit for War, he named 
L. Papyrius Craſſus for Dictator , who appointed £L. Papyrins Curſor his 
Maſter of Horſe-men ; bur nothing memorable was done. The Conſuls for 
the following year, T. /Emilius Mamercus and Q.Publins Philo, overthrew 
che Latines, who had rebelled becauſe of rhe grounds taken from them, Pxb- 
lins, by whoſe conduR and anſpicium the Victory was obtained, receiving in- 
ro amity ſach Cities as had been worſted,, ,/Emilims led the Army againſt 
Pedus, which received ſupplies from ſeveral places. Though he had the ber- 
erin all skirmiſhes, yer the Town holding out, and he hearing that his Cal- 
[2ague was returned home co his deceed Triumph, he alſo left the Siege, and 
departed to demand that honour. The Senate was offended, and denied to 
permit him the honour, except Ped«s was either taken, or ſurrendred, which 
cauſed him our of. revenge all the year following to joyn with the Tribunes a-. 
eainſt rhe Fathers, his Collegue not oppoſing ir , becauſe a Plebeian, The 
Senate having a delire to be rid of them, commanded a Di&ator to be named, 
bur it bzlonging to C/Emilius to name him, he whoſe were the Faſces for this 
moneth , named his Collegue , who appointed J#nias Brutws his Maſter of 
Horſe-men, And his Di&atorſhip was very grievous to the Nobility, being full 
of invetives againſt them , and che procurer of three Laws, whereof che 
firſt alrered the very conſtitution of the Stare, This was, that the Pleb:ſcita 
ſhould bind all the Q#irires, or the whole People, compriſing all rankes, and 
degrees. The ſecond, thar ſuch Laws as paſſed in the Centuriata Comitia, 
ſhould be propoſed by the Fathers before the Suffrage. The third , that one 
of the Cerſors at leaſt ſhould be a Plebeian , whereas now it was come to thar 
paſſe , rhat both might be ſuch. Thus did the Government of Rowe devolve 
falt ro a Democrarical temper, the intereſt of the Parri11ans being now quite 
broken by the force of the former Law ( which proved as a Lex talioms to 
them, and as a puniſhment for their rebellion againſt their Kings ) in the; 
416 year of the City, after YVarro's account, which fel in with the firſt of 
Arſes King of Perſia, and the 23 of Philip King of Macedonia. 

47. Inthe following year, wherein L, Farms Camillu and C. Manins 
were Conſuls, Pedws was taken by ſtorm, and the Conſuls in purſute of rhe 
ViRory ſubdued all Larinmy for which they criumphed , and had Statues on 
horſeback ſer up in tne Forum ; an honour bur rare in thoſe dayess The ſe- 
veral People of Latiums, had ſeveral conditions of Peace ſer them.

In his way hee was ſuperiour to A g@tbocles who purſued him, bur being 
brought into great diſtreſſe for want of provifions , there fell withall ſuch a 
Plague upon his Army, thar he loſt 8000 men, and ſo was forced ro.-retrear, 
and came to Tarſiss, This place being under Selexcrs, he was very loath to 
hurr, for fear of giving him offence, bur being forced by wanr,he wrote to him, 
whereby he excuſed himſelf, and ſadly lamented his condition. Selencws , 
pitying him ar firſt, commanded his Governours to. uſe him and his Army 
wirh'grear reſpe& ; bur . Procles one of his moſt familiar friends, filled his 
head with ſuch ſuſpitions, that he led down an Army rowards Ci/icia againſt 
him , whereat hee wondering retired to the moſt convenient place of the 
mountain Ta#rss, where he ſent to him togive him leave to ſeize upon ſome

Lo; Fhe ./Erotians though they had been helped by the Acheans againſt 
the houſe of . Macedonia of late, being vexed abour the-buſinefle of 4ydio- 
ia 3 yeo now ſeeing their union, and the flouriſhing condition of cheir body, 
envyingant alſo fearingir, Teſblyedito diſunire if poſſible, and withdraw the 
Cities one from another. Ar this time C/eomenes reigned at Lacedemon, 
who.refolving co better che conftitution'of his Country by reducing ir to it's 
ancient form, and caking away the Ephors thoſe impudent and raſcally Tyrancs; 
ſought - for an opportuniry * of War as moſt fic to bring abour his putpoſe. 
Ever ſince che Victoties of 'Lyſander,. luxury and ochet vices had crept into 
Sparta, together with the uſe of riches. And the equality of poſſeflions in 
Land\'was taken — EpicadssanEphores, who having a ſon that diſ- 

'mioht difinheric him, procured a Law to be paſſed, 
chat anyione mighe diſpoſe of his Lands, 'eirher + his life time or ar his dearh, 
ro-whom-he pleaſed.  'Hereby « was: come to that paſſe, char there being 
708 Cirizens of Sparra and more , of thoſe nor above 100 poſſeſſed all rhe 
Lands and Eftate, andrhe'reſt being void both of wealch and bonour lay idle 
arhome, unwillingly ingaging in Wat, and expeCting an occaſion of chinge, 
The Ephori tyrannized with unparalleld impudence, domineering over the 
Kings, and ordering thoſe at their pleaſure, che ſervancs of whom rhey had 


formerly been. Agt# one of the Spartan Kings, of the family of Eurytgon, 


the fon-of Exdamdas, and the fixth from Ageſilazs, - burned with a deſire 
of berteringrhe flare of: affaires, and as a means unto ir, endeavoured the 
reduion of Lycurgus his model for the equal divifion of Lands; bur Leo» 
zidas his. College being of a luxurious temper oppoſed him, and he was wic- 


kedly murdered by rhe hands of the Popular Villains the Ephori. 


'2 &. This hoble ſpirited man being taken away, and his brother Archida- 
was deftroyed, Clromenes the ſon of Leonidas was King alone, and being of 
a far-differenrremper from his Father, upon hearing whar Agzs had gallancly 
endeavoured, reſolved to purſue and accompliſh whar he had arrempred, and 
ro take” away utterly the power of thoſe. Popular Tyrancs, who uſurped che 
whole authoriry. Neither did thefe two Kings defire ro become aflertors of 
Popular power by che reſtitution of the Lors of Lycurgus, bur rather of 
Monarchy 4 for che reſticution of thoſe Lors wouldnot promote che power of 
the Commons who were Mill to be kepr _ as they were by. the Laws of 
Lycurgus.; but onely teduced chem to thar-equalicy of wealch which mighr 
ſecure chem from being:inſulted over by their fellow Commoners, as they had 
been of lace; by ſuch as had ingroſled the riches of the Stare. As this might be

For ſuchas were his Enemies thete, cauſed ſome of his par- 
ry, leſt they ſhould rell how rhey Rood affeRed, ro be {lain., and afterwards 
the Ephors (who had brought the People to decree a continuance inthe league 
with him) co be murdered as they were ſacrifizing, and then. joyned their 
State to the A&tolians, and after they had heard of Cleowmenes his death in 
Agypr, made a new eleCtion of Kings (whereof one was Lycurgas, an ob- 
ſcure man, and nor of the race of Hercwles) having lived in way of a Free 
Stare about three years, ever ſince they were ſer free by Antigonsr, till this 
time, When their liberty ſo called , had bred great Rirife and emulation.

publick good. In the mean rime, in Pe/oponneſus things went on in favour 
of the ,/Etolians : for though they had been repulſed with ſome lofle from 
& gira, a City of the Acheans, yer Emnripidas the General of the Eleans 
made inrodes upon divers of the aſſociates, got much booty: and tcok divers 
Towns; with the Caſtle of the Dimeans; Lycurgus the Lacedemonian took 
Athenens a Town belonging to the MMegalopolitans, and Aratas ſon to the 
orher the Captain of the Acheans could bire no Soldiers (becauſe behind al- 
ready wich'much pay) and with fear and indiſcretion managed the bufineſle. 
Scopas the Pretor of the. Krolians through T heſſalie invaded Macedonia, 
where waſting all with fire and ſword about P:er:4, he thence went to Dinum, 
which,the Inhabicants chereof nor ſaying his coming,he burnt, and overthrew 
the images of the Kings. Philip by this. time had raken Ambraces in the 
=_=_ of forty dayes, and thereby ſatisfied rhe greedy deſires of the Epirotes ; 
then hearing what Scopas had done in Macedonia, he paſſed ſpeedily over the 
Bay of Ambracia, and through Acarnania invaded the Erolians. 

24. Pitching his cents. before Pheteas, after many ſharp skirmiſhes he 
received that Town upon compoſition,and overthreiv @party of 500e/tolians, 
who were coming to relieve it ; after which, as he was waſting the Country, 
the Ambaſſadors of the, Acheans came to himdefiring help, He promiſed to 
rake their bufineſle into conſideration, and marched for Metropolis, the In- 
babicants of which flying into the "Caſtle, he burne the Town, and thence 
moving towards Conpe, ſome Horſe endeavoured to hinder him from paſſing 
the River, but finding it tobe-in vain, retired into the Town, and after this, 
none daring any mire; toſhew themſelves, - he paſſed unmoleſted through the 
Country, taking many Towns.and Caſtles, the walls of. which he demoliſh- 
ed, onely Oeniade he reſolved to fortifie. - Whilſt he rhus imployed himſelf, 
news came from Macedonia, that the Dardanians had reſolved to make an in- 
vaſion ; whereupon judging it requifite-to lopk-homezhe diſmiſſed the Achean 
Ambaſſadors with this anſwer , that 4s ſoon a4 he had-provided for the ſecurti- 
ty of his own Kingdom, he would uſe his beſÞ eudeaun;r to relieve them, 


Rerutning thit way he.came; with great journeys he paſſed through Epiras, 


and when he had atrived at Pella, the Dardantans hearing of his return diſ- 
banded their Army, andthen he preſently marched back into Theſſalie, in- 
rending to paſſe away th2-remainingof che Summer at Lariſ/a, ' Dorimachus 
now being creited P/ «tor of the;./£ololinns invaded Epirnr,and harrafing the 
Country, robbed, and then deftroys the-Dodonean Temple; bur Philip now 
in Winter, whenic was lictle expe&ed by any, leaverh Lar:fa, and paſſing 
over his Army from Theſſahe inro Eubea, paſſed through Beotia, and the 
confines of Megaris, and-about the Winter ſolſtice, comerh ro Corinth, 
whirher, calling Arar4s-the elder ro him ro canſult of affaires ; he wrires to 
the Pravor, and ſeveral Cities of the 4c»eans, affisning them when and

Afrer this he came 
introthe Country of the Eleans, which giving his Soliers liberty to ſack and 
plunder, he paſledrche River A/phens, and came into Tryphalia including 
nine Towns ſituate betwixt Flea and Mefſera, which alſo the Inhabitants of 
rhe former had gor into their poſſeſſion a few years before , with Ali. 
phira that belonged ro Arcadia, Paſling his men over by a bridge he cauſed 
ro be made, he preſencly rook Aliphire, and within fix dayes all 7ryphalia, 
rhough Phylidas was ſent from the C,Erolians ro aid the Eleans with 660 
men, to which mg res 500 Mercenaries, and Looo of the Inhabitants 
of Elea. Placing a Garriſon in the Caſtle of Lepreatans, he came to He- 


744, Where he divided all the booty amongſt his Soldiers, and thence march-, 


ing to Megalopols, in the midſt of Winrer , he afcerward came ro Argos, 
where he ſpent the remainderr of that Seaſon, During theſe motions Ch3/or; 
che Lacedemonias killed the Ephors who had made Lyc«rgus King , bur che 
fa&t being nor approved, he was glad to betake himſelf ro his heels.

very much booty, and returning to Argos to' winter, ſent his Army into 


Macedonia, Ar this time Apelles (who was one of them whom Antigone 
had lefc his Guardians) much maligned 4ratw, and joyning wich Leontins 
Caprain of the Cesrati (called fo fromthe wearing of a ſhore buckler) and 
Megaleas che King's chief Secretary, reſolved to remove 7 awrion from the 
Government of Pelopanneſm, and Alexarter from his command of rhe Life- 
Guard z and had he nor been hindred by Ararus, he had accompliſhd his pur- 
poſe. He had procured alſo one Epararu robe choſen Pretor in the reom of 
Aratus rhe younger, and he managing his affairs very indiſcreetly, the King 
could ger neither money nor proviſions , but was fain to flie ro Aratw for 
relief ; and now it being reſolved to .carryon the War by Sea, he conſulting 
with his two creatures, derermined to ſtop up proviſons from coming to rhe 


Army, and went to Chalcis for that purpoſe, He ſo managed his bufineſle, 
' aS he forced the ws. be awn his plate , who now ſailed againſt the Cephale- 


ol:ans conſtantly uſed in their invaſions of Pel/opoxn- 
neſs , and coming to Parra, there drew up his ſhips on ſhore. Helaid ftege 
tothe City of the Pareenfians, and having undermined a piece of the wall, 


ſent Leontizs totake the place, bur he remembring the conſpiracie of Apeltes, 
Megaleas, and himſelf, ro hinder the affaires of his Maſter , had _— | 
s 


the chiefeſt of the Officers, and ſiiffered himſ©f co be repelled, ſo that Philip 
raiſed his Siege, and conſulred whar was robe done. By chis time Lycurgus 
the Lacedemonian King had invaded the Meſſenians, Dorimachus alſo the 
K.rolian had made an inroad into Theſſalie, ſo'thg#from borh parts came 
Ambaſſadors to crave aid. Leontiws connielled Philih ro go ro Meſſenia ; bur 
Ara to invade Etoliaagain, ro whom he agreed3y®having had experience 
of his wiſdom, and begining noy a lictle to truſt che other. 

Writing to the Pretor of the Acheansto relieve the Me ſſenians, he 
invaded their Country, and taking Thermws, gave his Soldiers leave to plun- 
der the Villages, in revenge for what the ,Erolvaps had done at Dins in Ma- 
cedoxia, rifled and burnt the Temple, for whidlte is orievouſly reprehen- 
ded by Polybizs. After this returning on ſhipboardy Leonrins and Megaleas 
in their cups ſo abuſed Aratws, as to throw ſtonesat him, for which che for- 
mer eſcaping, the {acer was impriſoned and fined twenty Tafents ar Coun- 
cil of War. Philipthen ſailed to Corinth, whence ſending meſſengers to the 
aſſociated Cities ro meer him at Tegea, he marched thicher in rwo day@yand 
getting ſome Forces together he invaded the Lacedemonians , and waſted 
their territories far and wide, - put'to flight Lycwrgus who came out of the 
City againſt him, and then rerurned again unco Corinth, WhilR he prepared 
ro-attempr ſome norable thing upoti Phocis ; Leowtins, Megaleas, and Pro- 
jt moved rhe Soldiers to ſedition, which rhough he knew very well, yet 
difſembled he ir ar preſenr, but Leoxrius ſent for Apelles from Chalcr, = 
| there 
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chere had very naughcily behaved himſelf , and now recurning was not enter- 

rained by che King afcer. 'the uſual manner, nor admitred to the Council. 

Megalecas hetear being dffrighted fled, leaving Leontivs behind him ingaged 
The creaſon for che rwenty Talents, whoſe Soldiers Philip ſent with Tawrion into Triphyl- 
of him and 1; as upon ſervice, and thenthrew him in priſon for the payment of the mo- 
Shr—k ney, and not long after (the Soldiers malapercly incerceding for him, that 
he ſhould nor be cried'cill cheir return, otherwiſe chey ſhould take ir asa grear 

affront) he pur him co deach. Then came he co Patra, where he had appoin- 

red the Deputies of the Cinesro meer him abour a Peace with the Atolians, 

which the Rhogjans and Chians had by Ambaſſadors moved both parties ro. 

Here letters of Hega/eas were brought to him , wherein he flirred up the 

Erollens to proceed inthe War, for that he would be in great ftraighes for 

provifions, whereupon he judging Apelles to have been the chief cauſe of choſe 

'"evils, ſent him in cuſtody to Cormeh , and ordered Alexander to go ro 

Thebes and purſue AZegalees, He hearing this killed himſelf, and Apelles 

died ſoon afcer. | 

28. The Mrolians hearing of rheſe ftirs in Philip's Courr , and thinking 

thereby ſome great ſedirion would be raiſed, -pur off cheir meeting at Rhinns 

about che peace, which he was not at all ſorry for, bur exhorred the aflociares 

rather-ro bend cheir minds towards thoughts of War.

vide for the ſafety of all as near as he could, and appointed fires to be made 
on the tops of the Mountains, witha Watch-Tower, to give him warning if 
the Enemy invaded the Sea- Coaſts.

"The #gyptian Kingdom, 


From the death of Ptolomy the ſon. of Lagus, to the death of CleX 
patra, and the reducing of Fgypt to the form of a 
Roman Province, comtaintng the ſpace of 

254 years. 


Tolomy the ſon of Lagus had ſeveral ſons by Eurydice ns wife, the dauigh- 
P cer of Antipater, and by Berenice, which woman was ſent down by Anr:- 
pater, onely to accompany her, with whom yer he fell ſo in Love,as marrying 
her, he paſſionately afte&ed her alwayes; and a year.or ewo before his death 
made one of her fons; called afterwards Prolomy Philadelphur, his Copart- 
ner 1n the Kingdom, and.more than. rharz ſerved him ſometimes as one of 
his atcendants, ſaying, it was more excellent than a Kingdom to be the ſon 
of a King. His eldeſt ſon by Ewryaice ſeeing this, thought it was no ſtaying 
for him in ,Agypr, bur fled to Seleucus, by whom being honourably encer- 
tained, with ſome hopes of 'being ſerled in egypt after his fathers death, 


' he ſo badly requited him, as. he treacherouſly ſlew him, as we before ſhewed, 


Philadelphas, after his fathers death made away two of his brothers, rhe 
one 2s conſpiring i Aja his life, and rhe other as ſyſpeRed to raiſe a Rebel- 
lion in Cypres, In power and riches he ſurpaſſed his father. Being learned 
himſelf above the common raite of. Princes, he- ſought to promote know- 
ledge, by rewarding the moſt eminent and induſtrious (of which flouriſhed 
many in his time) and founding that his famous Library at Alexandria, con- 
fiting of 200000 Yolumes, Demetrius Phalereas that noble Philoſopher, 
and ſometime Prince of Arhens, being he rhac was-imployed in the Colle- 
Rion, perſwaded him to ſen&to Eleazar the Hrgh-Prieft of the (a) Jews 
todefire cheir Law , and thac he might be the eafilier- induced to ſend it, 
by che Counſel of Ari/teas (who wrote the tory) he purchaſed the liberty of 
all ſuch Jews as were ſlaves in «&gypt,tothe number of abour 1 00000. which 
coſt him more then 460 Talents. He ſent alſo. extraordinary rich' gifts to 
the Temple ; and the ' J1gh- Prieſt chufing our 72 men moſt eminent for 
birth, learning, and experience, diſpatched them into £ygypt wich the Law 
co be tranſlated by them into Gree k. Beino nobly entertained , and feaſted 
by him for ſeveral dayes y they were ſer to their work in the Iſtind Pharos 
right over againſt-A/exardria , which in 72 dayes with admirable agreernenc 
they are ſaid to haye finiſhed, after which the King having 'exceedingly ad- 
mired the wiſdom of the, Law-giver, and commandedthe book carefully to be 
kept, diſmiſſed them with great Rewards t6 themſelves, and Preſents to him 
thar ſent them.

Now would he be called Farther 
Bacchus, as Cleopatra Iſis, whonow was ſtiled. by him Queen of Egypt, 
Cyprus, Africa, and Celeſyria, .Ceſariowhom ſhe had by Julms Ceſar be- 
ing her partner in theſe Principalities. . But his own ſons by.her', Alexander 
and Prolomy,- he named Kings of Kings; berwixt whom he did nor onely 
part what Provinces he himſelf had, but alſo Armenia,.

25. Antony in way of. recrimination to Ceſar, objeRed- his purting Le- 
pidus beſides the Trinmwirare, and taking his Soldiers as thoſe. of Pompey to 
himſelf,” which ought ro have been equally free for both 3 and he challeng- 
ed his part of the Soldiers raiſed in /ra/y, For, Ceſar beſides what we for- 
merly menrioned, accuſed him of taking e/Egypr- as his Province, killing 
Pompey, abukng Arcavaſdes the Armenian King, to the great infamy of the 
Roman Stare F but above all upbraided him with Cleopatra, and what he had 
aſgned to their children , as alſo for thar-he owned Ceſario as begotten by 
Ceſar, though to the Senate he had acknowledged him for his'own ſon, Anro- 
»y7, bewitched by C copatra ſo far as nor to be able torule himſelf , wrote to 
rhe Senate to have thoſe things confirmed , which he had ſecled upon her and 
her children. The two Conſuls C», Demitins and C, Sofixs being much for 
him, were forced toleave the City, 'and get over to-him , 'who now-alſo ha- 
ving raiſed great forces, ſent to Rome, ro drive OfFavia out of his houſe, and 
if taking his opporcunity he had this Summer invaded 7raly, *he might in all 
probability have pur an end to the quarrel. For, Ceſar was not yet provided, 
wanting money exceedingly, which he. now exaRed throughout ' /raly. Bur 
this delay herein helped him, that men's minds were more and more bent a- 
gainſt Antony, eſpecially after. Ceſar had publiſhed his Teſtament, where- 
in he diſpoſed as formerly, to hisand Cleoparra's children, and ordained, that 
though he ſhould dye ar Rome, his body ſhould be ſent ro her at Alexandria : 
it was alſo reported, that he. meant, if his marrers proſpered , to give her 
Rome, and transfer the ſear of the Empire into Egypt. Hereupon the 
Warre was decreed againſt her, and he was deveſted of his Triwmwvirate, 
bur not declared an Enemy, for fear of thoſe with.him. For chen muſt they 
neceſſarily have been included in the ſame capacicy, and ſo driven upon de- 
ſperare Councils : to them therefore rewards were promiſed , . if they would 


forſake him ; and hereby was he-chought rendred more'inexcuſable , in that;

Then ſeveral perſons of nore fell. off from Antony, Sores was 
beaten, and loſt his life ar Sea, and A»towy himſelf was alſo worftzd by a guard 
of Ceſars. Being much troubled herear , Canidize would have perſwaded 
him to fend away Cleopatra, and decide the quarrel either in Thrace of Ma- 
cedonia, for that he was ſtronger in Land forces. But rhovgh his navy had 
been twice worfted, and he had loſt many ſhips , yet ſhe obtained of hini 
to fight ar Sea, providing withall all rhings as for a fight, For four 
dayes the Sea was ſo rough with winds that ic hindred them from fighting ; 
bur on the fifth they joyned, and then Ceſar's ſhips being lighe could eaſily 
rack about and invade A»tonies, which were unwieldly , and of little uſe. 
Cleopatra wearied with long expeRarion, ere it could certainly be known 
how things would eo , with her gilded deck, Purple ſayls, and fixty light 
Eo yptian Gallies fled away, which Anto»y ſeing, preſently followed, forſa- 
king his men, and running away, who ought to have animadverted upon ſuch 
Orerthrown as d<1d ſo, His Soldiers fought moſt valiantly, notwirhſtanding che baſeneſſe 
arAftiumina of their General (who getting into Cleopatra's Gally, went, and ſace by him- 
Sea-fight. Felf in a deep filence, holding his head with both his hands) ill at the rench 
hour they were partly perſwaded, and partly conſtrained ro ſubmit, it being 
confefled that in this Fohr they behaved chemſelves like to, and executed rhe 
Office of, the beſt General, and their General played the parr of a run-away 
Soldier.

forbidding the Alexandrians to go eut againſt him, Amrory once fought 
proſperouſly againſt his horſe , and the ſecond time was beaten ; then he 
ſent him a challenge, which Ceſar refuſed, ſaying, that if Antony ſo pleaſed 
there were 1000 Wayes lying open for.his deſtruction. Wherefore berhink- 
ing himſelf char he could nor die with more credit than in battel, he re- 
ſolved ro oppoſe Ceſar both by Sea and Land ; bur Clecoparra procu- 
red, that both his Navy , and horſe reyolred. Hereupon he returned into 
the Cirie,.crying out, that he was betrayed by her for whoſe ſake he had taken 
up Arms, S$he being afraid of him departed to her Monument , and ſent 
ſome to tell him ſhe was dead, pretending fear of Ceſar, Upon which meſ- 
ſage, he reſolving to follow her, wounded himſelf in che belly.

the Jews of Ceſarea maſſacred by the inhabſcancs, to the number of above

rus, and brought out bound to the People, Throughout all Syris the ſhigh- 
ters of rhe Jews were renewed, At Alexandr ia alſo a ſedition being raiſed, 
50000 Fews were ſlain in one day by two Romas Legions, Witty 
40. Ceſtius Gallus as ſoon as he heard of theſe motions, came wich an Army 
into Fudea, wherein taking ſome Towns he ſate down before Jeruſalem, at 
the Feaſt of Tabernacles, But though he __ eaſily with a lictle patience 
hive caken the City, yet taiſed he his fiege, having negle&ed many opportu= 
nities.

upon many Villages and Ciries, brought all /dames into his power , waſted 
fades pirched his Camp againſt Ferwſalem ir ſelf , and became a grear rer- 
ror to the poor Inbabirants, who were moſt cruelly oppreſſed by the Zealets 
within. In the mean time ſuch /dumears as had of late fled into che Cirie, 
and were become of Fohn's party (whom the Zealors had now choſen their 
Captain) fell ac odds wirh him , derefting his cruelty , and killing many of 
his men, forced the Tyrant our of his Palace into the Temple ; bur he, and 
rhe Cirizensfearing thar by night he might fall. our upon the Citiez they ler in 
Simon, and then ſer upon the Temple, bur in vain, * After this Elcazar , who

once had been chief amongſt the Zealors, envying ' Zobn his power, withdrew 
ſome Soldiers from him , and kept the inwardft part of the Temple, whereby 
Fohn was forced to fight both againſt Simon and him, Hereby all things abour, 
rhe Temple were burnt up, and Proviſions deſtroyed, which might have ſerved 
chem long time, and for want whereof chey were oppreſſed wich famine. in

116, The Citie being fortified with three Walls on every fide, but where ir 
was fenced with deep Valleys, Tiz»s having with much oppoſition placed, his 
Engines; battered the utrermoſt of them , and breaking, on the third of May 
into the Citie, poſſeſſed all rhe North parr as far as the Tower of Antonius, 
and the Valley of Cedron, Five dayes after, he brake within the ſecond: Wall,

fourth day after he recovered the place, and prepared for the battery of the 


_ third Wall, Yer he ſen Joſeph the Hiftorian rothem, who exhorting them 


with many words to yield, was entertained onely with ſcoffs and reproaches. 
The people thinking ro eſcape out of the Citie, Fohy and Simon ſtopped up 
all paſſages ; yet the famine increafing many came out, whom being taken 
Titss cauſed to be Crucified to ſuch a vaſt number rhat room was wanting 
for Croſſes , and Croſſes for perſons. On the 12th of Hay he began four 
Mounts whereon to place his batcering rams : two near to the Caſtle Antonia, 
where he hoped he might take the Temple, and other ewo near the Morn 
ment of John the High-Prieft, where he thought he ſhould. with moſt eaſe 
break 1nco he upper pare of the Cirie. Burt Jobs, whoſe part ic was ro. op- 
poſe the Romans in the former places caſt down, and burnt them two; and 
two dayes after Simon did as much by the other , though ſeventeen dayes had 
been ſpent in making them all. He deſtroyed alſo many rams and engines, 
and brake into the very Camp of the Rowars z but was repelled by. Titus from 


 Amtonia, who in a Council of Officers reſolved now to compaſle the whole 


City with a trench, which with incredible diligence and celeriry was finiſhed 
in.chree dayes, with thirteen forts to hinder the Alighr of rhe befieged, and 
hinder che conveyance of relief into the Ciry. |

I, Titus cut down all rhe groves within a great diſtance of the City, 
and cauſing more tounts or ſcaffolds to be erefted within 21 dayes, on the 
ficſt of July began tobarter the wall of Antonia, John that oppoſed him be- 
ing beaten back, and on the fifr day broke inco the Calle, Ar this time 
many falſe-Prophers ſuborned by the ſeditious, rold the mulcicude chey muſt 
expe& a{liftance from God, and therefore though Tits often exhorred them 
to yield, they flatly refuſed, boaſting thar rhey would. rather endure all miſe- 
ries. The conteſt was earneſt abour: the Temple. The wall of the inward 
part thereof was roo ſtrong for the battering rams, and the defendants vali- 
antly refiſted at che top : the foundarion of the gares could not be undermi- 
ned, and therefore Tus was conſtrained to ſet them on fire. Yet was it 
bis intention to ſave the Temple, bur on the tenth of Angſt, a certain ſol- 
dier without any command, (nay againſt the command of his General) moved 
as by an inſtin& from above, caſt fire into the buildings on the North fide, 
which crching the flame imparred ir co che Temple it ſelf, norwirhftanding 
all chat T irs could do to quench it, on the ſame day of che ſame moneth char 
it was formerly ſer on fire by the command of Nebuchadnezar, The Tem- 
ple chus burning Tits was ſalured [wperator by his Soldiers, and the Trans 
with their companions fled into the Ciry, They now defired a parly wich 
che General himſelf , who checked chem much for their obſtinacy , but pro- 
miſed them life if they would yield. Bur refufing ro commit themſelves co 
his: fidelity, they required to depart the City with their wives and children, 
wherewirh being greatly angred, he commanded co be proclaimed by a Crier, 
that They ſhould nor look any longer for mercy. | Rn 
19. He permitted bjs Soldiers co plunder and burn the City , - bur the ſedi- 
tious. wretches got-to the King's houſe , where many had depoficed their 
wealth, and rhence repelled the, Rowans, They alſo killed of their own 
Country People to the number of 6400, and rifling the money got them in- 
co the upper and ſtrongeſt part of the City , called Siov , where for all 
this danger they fill moſt cruelly tyrannized. Titus having conſidered the 
ſtrength of the place, provided enginesto batter the walls , and-began-ſo to 
do it on the ſeventh day.of September, Part of the wall being broken down, 
the Tyrants were ſeized with great fear and amazement, not knowing what 
ro do, Some (aid the Eaſt part of it was broken down , others that the Ro- 
mans were entred, and that they ſaw them out of -che Towers ; ſo that the 
power of God appeared jn the overthrow of theſe wretches ; for they for- 
ſook the Towers | which were their onely ftrength, and in-vain ſeeking to 
eſcape, hid themſelves in cayes and privies. The Romans entering,. put all 
roche Sword, and burnt the houſeg with all chat fled ro chem for ſafeguard.

Chriſt, and ſuch were the horrid enormities committed byrhem, that we have 
reaſon to agree with Joſephxs, who thoughr, thar if the Rowan had delay- 
ed to come againſt them, the City would either have been ſwallowed up of 
che Earch, or have periſhed by ſome Deluge, or elſe by Thunderbolts and 
Lightning have undergone che puniſhments of Sodom, whoſe Inhabirancs they 
exceeded in wickedneſle.A year after was Lacileus Baſſus ſent Lieutenant in- 
ro Judea, who taking the Army of Cereals Yitellianws took the Caſtle of 
Herodian and of Macherun beyond Fordan, Not long after Veſpaſian 
wrote-ts Liberius Maximus the Governour, to ſell all the Land of the Jews, 
upon whom whereſoever they lived he impoſed a yearly tribute to be paied 
into the Capitol, it being thar they were wont to pay into the Temple: ar Feu 
raſalem, About a-year afcer Publins Sylva ſucceeded Baſſns then dead , and 
finiſhed the War, taking the ſtrong Caſtle of XMaſſada from Eleazar, who 
held ir with 960 hackſters, who upon his motion ſer fire on the Caſtle-and 
all heir goods, and then killed themſelves. Many ſuch as theſe flying out of 
the Country came to A/exandriain egypt, where they follicited the Jews 
co revolt, bur were by them delivered upto-the Romans, and thoſe of theth

on, and excellenr government of the fix ſucceeding Princes, during the reign 
of whom'the Roman Empire ( for temporal reſpec ) -enjoyed more happi- 
neſſe, chin ever before or after, Strangers affording rhar , which the Na- 
tives of /caly would nor contribute to their own Country. 

' 2, Cocceins Nerva, an old man, and born in Cree (fay ſome, chough 
others-make him a native of Narnia in /raly) after che death of Domitian 


had the Empire put upon him, by the Legions which -then quartered among 


che Sequaniin Gall; After his aſſuming the Government , a ſtrong rumour | 


went abroad, rhar. Domitian was yet living, which ſomewhar perplexed bim, 
till by Parthenins, and Perron, Captains of the guards, he was put out of 
doubt ; and afterwards his ele&ion was confirmed by the Senare, He rook 
down the golden and fifver Statues eretedto Domitrav, whereof was raiſed 
a great ſum of money, and forbad any ro be ſer up co himſelf, He recalled 
ſuch as his predeceſſors baniſhed, and amongſt others che Chri/#ians , fo rhat 
St. Fohn the Apoſtle returned out of Pachmos unto Epbeſiu, Calparnins 
Craſſis by valt promiſes attempted ro draw the Soldiers from him; bur being 
happily diſcovered, he onely baniſhed him to Tarentum, He eaſed the Com- 
monwealth of the grievous impofirions laid upen it y. and having 'conjoyned 
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theſe two things, in the times of ſome, of his Predecefſors infociable, viz. 


Soverainty and Liberty, alchough he had kindred of his own, yer he adopred

Antioch alſo whileſt he 
wintered there was grieyouſly ſhaken , whereby multitudes, which for his 
ſake had flocked rhither, periſhed by many ſorrs of deaths. © He himſelf was 
by an unknown hand drawn out of a window, and concinued in the open 
air till the Earch-quake ceaſed , not daring tovencure himſelf in any houſe 
for many dayes. He was now marching rowards the Eaſt, and not being re- 
moved from his purpoſe, proceeded, croſſed Tyr, fubdued Adighene , and ; 
peirced as far as Creſiphon and Babylon : bur preſencly it came to paſle through 0rofus bib.7, 
the fickleneſſe of ſach as had revolted to him, rhat he, who had already de- £42.12.

Trajan reſolving ro purſue 
chem chronghour his Dominions, not as Enemies or Rebels of the Empire,'bur 
as Creatures noxious to humane ſociety, with revenge ſuiting- their former 
outrages,ſent Marcxs Tabero with a great power, both by Land and'Sea, _ 
9. 'He neither in a ſhort ſpace,nor withour long,and cruel hoſtiliry fynſhed 
the War ; but he ſlew many Myriads of the Jews. Partly for the betrer fe- 
cutity of rhe Cypriens intimero come , partly in memory'of their former 
miſery, and the mfamy &f cn ir was pitblickly enaQted : That 0 Jew,

Bene eſt ; Ego quidems & exercitus valemas, . Bur the extraordinary Rtrengrh 
which now appeared in the Jews was given them for cheir deſftruion, - The 
grearer danger their muriny had occaſioned to che Empire, the greater was 
che Emperours ſeverity in puniſhing their rebellion paſt ; the greater his care 
co prevent the like in time.co come. In battels & skirmiſhes were ſlain of them, 
530000, beſides an infinite number conſumed with famine and diſeaſes, du-

TheStare of the Jews from this rime untill the expiration of the Ro- 
man Empire cannot eahily be garhered from any Rowzas: vvriters, who ſeldom 
vouchſafe the Jews or Chriſtians atiy mention, unlefſe inforced thereto by 


ſome famous vvar or mutiny , or by ſome other event redounding to the 


Roman glory. Judea after this rime was not famous for any tu rill the 
ruin of Romes grearneſle z the Jews wanted ftrengrth , and the WP 
willing minds to procure the Emperours glory by Seditions, Hereupon what- 
ſoever calamity either\ of chem ſuffered by the Romans, was paſſed over by 
Roman writers, as private wrongs not worthy regiftring in their Anals, 
Upon this account 'tis no wonder they rook no norice'of our Saviour, or his 
ARts, all tending to Peace and Loyalcy. For as Tacitzs notes, Judea was 
moſt quiet in 7rberiss his rime , which was the beſt news .the Romans ca- 
red to hear thence. Yer the general eftate of the Jews berween Adrians 
and Honoriws his time»as * one obſerves, may be garhered our of the reverend 
Fathers of the Primicive Church;who uſually topped the mouths of Heathen, 
Or none Arheiſts,by prapoſing their condition,then known unto all the 
World, for ſuch as our Saviour had forerold ic.

and fix:monerhsafter-Having a'ſon- born to him on-the Calends of Seprember, 
named him Commodrs,”afrer his ſaid adoptive farther.” Aſarcus and Lucins 
were the firſt rworthatever joyntly,'and with equal power and: authoricy ru- 
led the Empire, being very contrary in-diſpoſition , though through the good- 
neſſe-and prudence: ofthe former chey' maintained concord berwixt them- 
ſelves;  <Marens notwithſtanding his publick place'was ſo inlove with the 
 liberalSciences, that he would frequent the Le&tures of Philoſophers: Lacius 
baving licrle capacity, and lefle affetion for ſuch matrers, gave himſelf up 
£.: luxury and 1dlenefle,  onely ſo far reſtraining himſelf ;as us inrereſt com- 
elled-bim co .comply-with his Collegue , alchough he might have been di- 
_ verted from ſuch courſes by the Wars. For YVologeſus King of Parthia brake 
* into-Armenra, Cappadocia, and Syria, laying all waſte before him,” overthrew 
'the-Roypan Army, and put to flight Artidins Cornelianus, who at. that time 
governed Syria. Againſt him Lncins was ſenr, and by his Caprains did very 
oreac things, not. onely for the recovery. and relief of thoſe places, bur alſo in 
Aſhria. For,he: therein took Selencia'; fituate upon the River Hidaſpes 
With.4o0000 perſons, for which he triumphed with his brother. Bur after they 
had reigned eleven years Luciws died of an Apoplexy'as he rode wich his Col- 
Jegue in the ſame Chariot. MOIBISE 5T NR 
22, AS for the diſpoſition and carriage of Marcus , both as a (Heathen) 
Mart; and a Prince ; he ſcarcely ever had his Superiour in goodnefle and vir- 
tue.. Being extraordinarily learned (upon whichaccount he was firnamed Ph. 
 loſophws) | he abounded according to the digares of right reaſon , with mode- 
ration, juſtice,and clemency. For the maintenance of his Wars,chat he mighc 
not-be burthenſom \ro- his ſubje&s, he ſold ſeveral things to raiſe money, 
The head of Avidins:Caſſins, who having rebelled againſt him was ſlain in the 
Kaſt, being ſen co him-,} be cauſed ir preſencly without any'inſulting haguge 
erh £0 be: buried. ' Anrel, Vitor cellech us that in his time the freedom of « 
Citie” was promiſcuouſly given to all; ſo rhar Cambdes ſeemerh miſtaken, 


itic who..wriceth that by the ordinance. of Piws, as many as were in the Roman 


World became Citizens of Rowe. This freedom of the Citie was wont to be 
giveneicher with privilege of ſuffrage or wirhour., The firſt that had ic with- 
out ſuffrage were the. Caries. We underſtand, ſaith Gellims, that the Czrites 
were fuft-made Municipes without the rightof ſuffrage : and that it was gran- 


ted to. them, that they ſhonld receive the bononr of the Roman Citie, - fo

For ſuch as were of Colonies would call both themſelyes and rheir Countrey- 
men /Mumcipes, which, faith he, is far diffaut fromreaſon and truth, Even ſo 
what Muncipi are, and how much they differ from a Colony, we are ignorant,

23. Of rhis opinion ſo full of errour Adrian the Emperour learnedly diſ- 
courſed in his Oration which he made in the Senate concerning the /tali- 
cenſes, or Inhabitants of Jealica in Spain, (as they were called) from whom 
he himſelf deſcended, « He wondred that the Jeakcenſes and other antienc 
Atuntcipia (amongſt whom he named them'of #tica) when they might live 
according to their own cuſtomes and laws, were tickled with a defire co be 
Changed into the condition of Colonies. . He ſaid chat the' Preneſtines ear- 
neſtly defired of Tiberixs to be altered fromthe tare of a Colony ro that of a 
AManicipium, and that the Emperour granted it, in conſideration that under 
the Walls of their Town he had recovered from 2 deadly diſeaſe. Munici- 
pes therefore (ſo Gellius concluderh) are Roman Citizens of the Aunicipia, 
uſing their own freedom and - Laws; onely pattakers of honourable imploy- 


ment. (Manners honorarii) with the Romar people , from undertaking which 


imployment (4 quo munere capeſſendo) they ſeem: ro be named, being bound 
by no other neceſfities, nor by any Law of che Roman people, for as much as 
their Land never belonged coir. Then proceederh he to diſtinguiſh in the 
marrer of rhe Cerites , betwixc ſuch Mnmcipes as had right of ſuffrage, and 
not, for if there had been no ſuch diſtin&ion he would never have ſaid, 
The firſt Municipes we underſtand to have been made without right of ſuf- 
frage were Cxrites.

After this, "the hedge being 
bfoken down from about the Roman Stare, and through rhervariety of the in-' 
cereſts.of Roman Citizens parvies and fa&ions arifing, Freedom came ro be 
viven to other places ,: one after anorher, chough when; 'ro whom; and by 
whom, - we now muſt not inquire. Auguſtus was very ſparing in; the gfanc 
* thereof 31 bur. ſucceding Princes ſpred chis privilege far and wide, cill ar tength 
Antonima Philoſphus communicated ir to the whole body of che Empire; ic 
being now nothing material, - ſeeing char che'mulritude mer nor rogether In'the 
Comina, to givetheir ſuffrages, * whichhad by variery of incerefts,. humours, 
and'ihclinations confounded all things. Now again roour matcer. 
28. Marcus Aurelins Antoninw, like a good Patriot, 'orrather Pater Pa- 
zrie, did nor farisfie himſelf in providing, for the publick good for his own 
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crime only.For he ropok ſpecial care for che good education of his ſon/Commudss, 
commicring him to the moſt eminent men he could obrain for money ro be 
educated in good licerature and manners. To Luciws rather than him., is to 
be impured che fourch perſecution, which in their cime rageditchroughour the 


Provinces. Herein ſuffered Po/ycarpas that famous Biſhop of Smyrna, as is - 


reſtified in the 7 written-by his.Church unto the brethren in Ponzws, He 
was ordained Biſhop by St. John and other Apoſtles, wich whom he conver- 
xofed, and his Scholar he was, as Teriwllian, Irenens, and ſeveral of the 
Antients do reſtifie, and had ſerved Chriſt 86 years, for he was -older by 
much than thus, as Reverend * #ſker hath evinced. He cauſed mearro be ſer 
before thoſe who apprehended him, and with wonderful alacrity and reſolu- 
tion underwent his Martyrdom by fire, on the ſeventh of che Calends of 
April, the ninth of Af. Arrelins Antommus, and the 169 of the ordinary 
e/£r4of Chriſt ,which was rhe ſame wherein Zacizs died,as ſome Inſcriptions 
of, Graterzs do teſtifie, Now ſuffered alſo Juſt: Martr, who after he had 
publiſhed his ſecond Apology for the-Chriſtians, rhrough the malice of Cre- 
ſcens the Cynick (whom railing againſt Chriſtianity he had taxed for his fil- 
thy kind of life) as he even foretelleth in his Apology. The Churches of 


Lugdunum and Views in Gall were eſpecially exerciſed in this fiery tryal, as. 


15s robeſeen in the Hiſtory of Exſebius. 

29. It may without curioſity be obſerved, char uſually the perſecutions of 
Gods People werefollowed with judgements upon the adverſaries, as it now 
through Gods providence came to pafle. For ſo. great 2 Peſtilence fell upon 
the Provinces, char Villages, Towns, and fields in [raly, were lefr with- 
our Inbabicanc or Tiller, and Gates the Phyſician ran away from it from Rowe 
home to Pergamns. This was followed by a War with the Aarcomanni, 
which could nor be caried on without new levies, wich for three years coge- 
cher che Emperour made at Carnurum (now Chartres) in Gall. For befides 
the Marcomann (a People inhabiting that now called Merhern) rhe Quad: 
(whom ſome will have the ſame with rhe preſent Auſtrians, others with the 
Saxons and Seleftans) the Vandalls (inhabiting in rhe now Kingdom of Swe- 
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den) Sarmatians, and Snevians, and almoſt all Germany were up in arms, * 


and invaded Parnwonia, The Rowan Army reſiſting theſe mbrions , peirced 
into the bordersof the Q#4d; ; but there were beſet by their adverſaries, and 
encountred by a greater Enemy, being all ready to periſh by chirſt, Ar chis 
time the Soldiers of the Legion called Melitina being Chriftians , fell upon 
theic knees in preſence of their fellow Soldiers, and in the name of Chrift 
ſo far prevailed with Aaginy God, that preſently abundance of rain fell, 
and the Enemy was defeated by Thunder-and .Lightning. This Legion was 
thence called Fulminatrix or Thundering , and che Emperour confefling the 
Victory to have proceeded from the prayers of Chriſtians, was thenceforth 
me ro ſuch, and owned the deliverance in a publick mſtrumencor ler- 
rer ro the Roma People and Senare. Herein, afterhe harhrelared rhe Rory, 
and improved it in the behalf of Chriſtianicy, he commanderh ſuch as accuſe 
Chriſtians meerly as ſuch, ro-be burnt alive, and no conſtraint co be uſed to- 
wards the faithful. This his conſticurion he would have confirmed by a Serxs- 
tuſconſul:um, and propoſed to be ſeen and read in the Forum of Trajeyv, He 
ordereth Feraſins Polio torake care rhar it be ſent into all the Provinces, and 
that any one thar pleaſerh may take a copy of it. WE |

ro make their own ends our of him, he ſhotly after, contrary to the judge- 
ment of his beſt Counſellors, made a diſhonourable Peace with the Enemy, 
and away he went to enjoy the pleaſures of Rome, where he was joyfully re- 
ceived for his fathers ſake, his beatuty.alſo much commending him co the eye. 
For a time he here alſo harkned co his fathers friends , but-makins one Perer. 

Guards, .he being exceſſively coverous, al- 
lured him ar firſt by pleaſures co idfenefle and negle& of bufineſſe; chen g0- 
verning all himſelf, he falſely accuſed them and others of che richer ſorr, that 
he might ſeize on their eſtates. This his deſign was furthered. by Zxcilla the 
Emperour's fifter, who grudging that Cr1ſpina Commodws his wife ſhould take 
place of - her, entered into a Conſpiracy againſther brother,. and ingaged one 
Quadratuw a young Noble man therein , who perſwaded Qwiztianw to kill 
Commodas. | But he meering him, had:no power to do the. deed, onely 
ſhewing his dagoer, ſaid, The Senate ſends thee this, and ſo was apprehen- 
ded and put to death with his.complices.

They made no inſtirre&ions, covered on 
rebel{ious defigns with the name of Religion, neither did by violence atrempt 
a reformation 3 although they were ſo many thouſands, as in all probabilicy 
they might have born down all before them ; rhough they filled all places, 
conſiſted of all degrees, and hereby ſhared in all incereſts, in power and in- 


' relligence, and by their combinations might have taken their opportunities, 


and eaſily.by force of arms made way for their deſigns; yer obedience to 
rheir Princes theyever held moſt inviolable by the Principles of cheir Reli- 
oi6n, and made uſe of ' no other weapons than prayers and tears , though fe 
their own ſafery and preſeryation.
